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Officials hit 
airport annex 
statements

Two Wheeling officials have criticized 


Plan Comr. Gilbert Monoson for recent 
statements he made about the possibility 
of annexing Palwaukee Airport and other 
areas near the village. 


The two officials, Plan Commission 


Chairman Herbert Lortz and William Ro- 
gers, chairman of the Palwaukee Steer- 
ing Committee, leveled the criticism. 


Lortz said he believes Monoson has 


presented himself as the "official voice" 
of the plan commission without the prop- 
er direction of other officials. 


About two weeks ago, the plan com- 


mission called for a moratorium on fur- 
ther legal action by tho village against 
Palwaukee Airport until a meeting can 
be arranged with village officials and 
airport owner George Pricstcr. 


Commission members, In recommend- 


ing the action to tho village board, said It 
would ease tension between the two sides 
and create a better atmosphere for dis- 
cussing possible annexation of the air- 
port. 


BEFORE THE COMMISSION'S recom- 


mendation was read Into the village 
board record Oct. 14, Monoson made a 
public statement to the village board. 


Without mentioning Monoson by name, 


Lortz said, "The plan commission mem- 
bcr.ftarted out speaking as an Individ- 
uaLpefon long, however, I as well as 
others had the unmistakable impression 
that ho was speaking for the plan com- 
mission as a whole. 


"No single member or group of mem- 


bers have the authority to represent 
tlicmselves as an official of this commis- 
sion or village to anyone without the 
proper direction of either the board of 
trustees tr appoval of the plan commis- 
sion," Lortz said. 


LORTZ FURTHER criticized Monoson 


for statements to the village board con- 
cerning the annexation of the Chevy 
Chase and Arlington Country Clubs. 
Monoson told the board he had contacted 
the owners of both and discussed the pos- 
sibility of arranging a meeting with the 
village. 


"The two country clubs were not the 


subject matter of the commission's letter 
and were not the subject'matter ap- 
proved by the vote of the plan commis- 
sion," Lortz said. 


"Our function Is to serve the village 


board and the citizens of Wheeling," 
Lortz continued. "It is not to use tho 
commission for a political bandwagon." 


IN AN OBVIOUS reference to Mono- 


son, Rogers said a member of the plan 
commission has erroneously indicated in 
recent statements that the legal action 
against the airport is somehow related to 
annexation of the airport by the village. 


"Such statements are unfortunate and 


irresponsiblo in that they confuse the 
purpose of the legal action and diminish 
the efforts of our citizens to achieve for 
themselves and the community the same 
safety criteria that is given to any other. 
communities located near an Airport," 
Rogers said. 


For several yean Wheeling and Cook 


County'have been involved in a legal 
battle with Palwaukee over safety stan- 
dards at the airport. 


Monoson did not attend Thursday 


night's meeting. He could not be reached 
for comment Friday. 


In recent weeks, Monoson has strongly 


advocated the village become more ag- 
gressive In annexing adjacent properties. 
He is particularly interested in making 
the airport and two country clubs part of 
Wheeling. 


Parks may face $1,000 fee 
if mowing at schools ends

Tho Wheeling Park District may get 


"zapped" with n $1,000 per week fee for 
using Wheeling-Buffalo Grove Dlst. 21 
schools If It continues to refuse to cut 
school lawns. 


Park officials have notified the school 


district the lawns no longer will be cut 
because It Is too expensive. A 10-year 
agreement requiring the park district to 
cut lawns In return for free use of the 
schools for activities expired Oct. IS. 


WILLIAM SENNE, Dlst. 21 operations 


director, told board members Thursday 
the park district uses school facilities SO 
hours per week. He said tho average cost 
of having a building open and used Is 
$21.30 per hour. This figure Includes cus- 
todial fees, utilities and depreciation of 
the building and equipment. 


If Dlst. 21 used this figure to set a fee 


for tho park district's usage, he said the 
park district would have to pay about 
$1,000 a week to use the school for Its 
programs. 


"Tho park district has tho Idea it can 


quit cutting the grass and just pay $6 an 
hour," Supt. Kenneth GUI said. The park 
district pays $6 per hour for custodians 
lo work holidays and Sundays when the 
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school district dows not have the them 
regularly scheduled. 


"I have a feeling they have some mis- 


information and are confused on some 
Issues — although they have been ex- 
plained," he said. 


"What we're trying to do (with the fig- 


ures) Is dramatize to them that they 
have one hell of a deal going," Gill said. 
"Basically, what we've been doing to 
date is subsidizing park district activi- 
ties." 


DAVID PHILLIPS, pork district super- 


intendent, said the park district figured 
It cost about $4,000 annually to cut the 
lawns. Using the $6 per hour custodial 
fee, he said the park district estimated it 
would cost about $1,000 annually to use 
tho schools. 


Gill also told the board of education 


that the park district had first priority 
for use of tho schools after school events 
under the agreement. "If they drop the 
agreement, I feel they should lose this 
priority," he sold. 


The board decided to wait until the two 


boards meet before making any proposal 
to the park district. 


"Let's wait and see what they want 


from this — and then zap them with our 
fee," said Jeremiah Crise, board mem- 
ber. 


• 
PHILLIPS FRIDAY sold he questioned 


the board's consideration of assessing a 
fee because, of Its clause that en- 
titles free use of school faculties by com- 
munity groups. "I would consider us a 
community organization that Is not 
charged a fee in the first place," he said. 


He sold the next step is up to the 


school district and that the school district 
should work within the framework pro- 
vided In the policy manual. 


"If they assessed us a fee, they would 


have to assess everybody In the commu- 
nity the same fee," he said. 


Scnne Friday sold the school district 


defines a community group as any non- 
profit, non-denominational group that 
consists primarily of Dlst. 21 residents 
and offers activities open to the commu- 
nity. He said the fees the park district 
charges excludes It from this definition.

In Chelsea Cove development 
Larger recreation building urged 


The Wheeling Plan Commission will 


recommend that the village board re- 
quire Hollywood Builders to Increase the 
size of the proposed recreation building 
In the Chelsea Cove development. 


Several members of the plan commis- 


sion contend the size of the building ap- 
proved in the 1972 plans was consid- 
erably larger than what the developer 
now plans to build. 


However, Manny Kramer, a represen- 


tative of Hollywood Builders, told the 
plan commission last week the size of the 
building was not specified in the 1972 
plan. 


Several members of the commission 


disagreed, saying the plan and a mockup 
of the development showed the recrea- 
tion building was to be from 4,000 to 5,000 
square feet. The developer now plans to 
make the structure 2,234 square feet. 


CHAIRMAN Herbert Lortz said he is 


concerned that the village may be liable 
in the event a resident in the devel- 
opment files a lawsuit contending that 
the size of the recreation building was 
misrepresented at the time he purchased 
his home. 


Village Atty. Paul Hamcr said if the 


village approved the reduction and it 
could be proven that the size of the build- 
Ing was misrepresented by the devel- 


oper, the village could be accused of 
"aiding and abetting the developer in 
perpetuating a fraud." 


Kramer said the firm never specified 


the size of the building when selling the. 
homes. Therefore, he said, it was not 
misrepresented. 


Charles Salzman, an attorney for Hol- 


lywood Builders, told the plan commis- 
sion he disagrees the village would be 
liable. 


"If there was a misrepresentation, and 


I don't think there was, I don't think it is 
the village's job to police that," he said. 
"I don't think the village is in the busi- 
ness of policing legal contracts." 


BEFORE REACHING its decision, the 


plan commission listened to the tape and 
checked the minutes of the 1972 meeting 
at which the development was approved. 


The minutes and tape made no refer- 


ence to the size of the recreation build- 
ing. Officials plan a more thorough check 
of the tape before the matter goes to the 
village board. 


The plan commission's vote was 4-2. 


Lortz and Commissioners Wilfred Som- 
mcr, Raymond Waymel and Michael 
Wolfe opposed reduction in the size of the 
building. Commissioners Elliot Tobias 
and Anthony Altieri feel the size of the 
building was not misrepresented and that 
the village should not be involved in the 
matter. 


Long Grove challenges proposal 
Fire protection referendum delayed 


A' referendum to authorize a single fire 


service for Buffalo Grove has been post- 
poned Indefinitely because of a court 
request to dismiss the measure by the 
Long Grove Rural Fire Protection Dis- 
trict. 


Attorneys for the Long Grove District 


charged Friday in Cook County Circuit 
Court that annexation of the Lake County 
section of the village to the Wheeling 
Township Rural Fire Protection District 
is unconstitutional. 


The Wheeling district serves the Cook 


County section of the village through an 
arrangement with the Buffalo Grove Fire 
Dept., which s independent of village 
government. The Lake County area is 
served by the Long Grove district. 


Circuit Court Judge Harry G. Comer- 


ford ordered the Long Grove attorneys 
to present written arguments within two 
weeks outlining their opposition to the 
referendum, which is being backed by 
village officials and the Wheeling fire 
district. 


The judge will then allow Richard Ray- 


so, Buffato Grove attorney, to submit ar- 
guments in favor of the referendum be- 
fore a Nov. 25 hearing. 


THE HERALD REPORTED Thursday 


that Long Grove officials were planning 
to object to the referendum,'but would 
not comment on specifics. Long Grove 
fire district trustee Anton Berg said only 
his department would appear before 
Comerford to "present our side." 


"That was the first I heard of any ob- 


jections," said Buffalo Grove Village 
Trustee Edward Osmon Friday. He is 
acting as liaison between the village and 
the fire districts and said he would make 
a statement on the Long Grove move 
Tuesday. 


Raysa said, "I didn't hear about the 


possibility of an objection until late 
Thursday night. It come as a shock to 
me when I got to court and heard they 
were going to fight this thing."' 


Raysa said Long Grove is seeking to 


head off any move to allow Lake County 
residents Into the Wheeling district. 
"They are not, however, opposed to 
letting the land go If it is to form a vil- 
lage fire.department in Buffalo Grove. 
They just don't wont It to go to the 


Wheeling district and won't say why." 


BERG ALSO HAS refused to say publi- 


cly why the Long Grove officials will not 
oppose giving up the territory to a mu- 
nicipal department and not to the Wheel- 
ing district. He was unavailable for com- 
ment Sunday. 


Earlier this year, Berg said his 


district was opposed to the transfer but 
he did not think officials would formally 
object. 


"That's what he told us, too," said Buf- 


falo Grove Fire Chief Wayne Winter. 
"We had on understanding that this thing 
would be decided by the people. We 
agreed to public meetings at which both 
sides would give the residents the facts 
of each department and let them decide 
at the'polls — then they pull this move." 


Winter said the new court hearing 


could settle the issue, and a referendum 
could be held before the end of the year. 
"The problem then, however, is it will be 
the holiday season and people shouldn't 
be bothered." 


IF THE ISSUE is not decided by ttiflr 


end of the year, all taxes coming from 
the area to be annexed will go to Long 
Grove for next year. "We don't car* 
about that, however," Winter sold. 


"We hove promised the people of Lake 


County that they would be served by our 
department and paramedics as soon-as 
possible and that means even if we hive 
to do it for a year with no taxes.'lhc 
said. He explained it is conceivable a ref- 
erendum could be held In January and 
the Buffalo Grove department would ^get 
no tax money for 11 months of service, in 
Lake County.

Crime is up In at least two Northwest suburbs. Both Mount 


Prospect and Schoumburg police report more thefts com- 
mitted during the first nine months of 1074 than in a com- 
parable period in 1073. Mount Prospect shows an increase in 
burglaries of 18.0 per cent and an Increase In vandalism of 
17.1 per cent, while Schaumburg reports a 44 per cent In- 
crease In burglaries, thefts and robberies. Schaumburg Police 
Chief Martin Conroy said ho believes average people, worried 
about personal finances, are responsible for many of the 
crime*, rather than "organized" criminals, because many of 
the Incidents have Involved items of minor value.

SPRINGFIELD, ILL. — 
Former 


Dwyer School clinical director John 
Whipple and his methods for working 
with emotionally disturbed children were 
endorsed strongly Saturday by the moth- 
er of a child Whipple has been accused of 
abusing by leading around the school on 
a dog leash. 


The mother, her voice cracking with 


emotion, told, the State Teachers Certifi- 
cation Board her son had been seen by 9 
or 10 "psychiatrists, psychologists and 
neurologists," all of whom were unable 
to help him, before he began seeing 
Whipple. "I don't know where we would 
turn if we didn't have Mr. Whipple," she 
said. 


The woman's testimony was the cli- 


max of WWpple's defense against 
charges made against him by County 
Schools Supt. Richard Martwick and for- 
mer staff members in the program. 
Martwick. has charged Whipple acted as 
the administrator of Dwyer without an 
.administrative, certificate as required by 
law 
1 and that he allowed child abuse to \ 


occur at Uie'school in Arlington Heights. ' , 


The certification .board' will appear 


Nov. 15 and 16 and will hear closing ar- 
guments from attorneys for. both sides. 
'The board is expected to announce its 
verdict Nov. 16. 
- 


The board may revoke WWpple's 


school psychologist certificate, which al- 
lows him to work in Illinois ~ public 
schools. 


WHIPPLE WAS transferred from his 


Job at Dwyer by the Northwest Educa- 
tion Cooperative governing board after 
the charges became public. He now is 
working at the Center for Child and 
Family Studies, an outpatient treatment 
center for children with emotional and 
behavior problems also run by NEC. 


NEC is a cooperative of .10 districts in 


the Northwest suburbs which provides 
special education programs for children 
from the area.. 
' 


In-addition to the mother's dramatic 


testimony, highlights of the hearings in 
Springfield Friday and Saturday were: 


• The refusal by Martwick to appear 


at the hearing despite the request of 
Whlpple's attorney, Paul Rettberg. Rett- 
berg told the board he wanted to ques- 
tion Martwick about his investigation 
into the charges against Whipple, and the 
press conference Martwick held after the 
investigation. 


Julia Dcmpscy, attorney for Martwick, 


had protested Rettberg's request that 
Martwick appear. "To call the county su- 
perintendent as a defense witness on the 
weekend berore the election is just ridic- 
ulous for anyone who is familiar with the 
political process," she said. She said 
Martwick, a Democrat running for re- 
election Nov. 5, had a large number of 
campaign appearances scheduled over 
the weekend. 


• A statement by John Wightman, di- 


rector of NEC special education pro- 
grams, that he didn't know if Whipple 
had a certificate allowing him to be a 
school administrator when he asked him 
to assume the directorship of Dwyer 
School. Wightman said, "I suppose that's 
something I should have checked." 


• Testimony by Dr. Albert Lang, clini- 


cal director of the Northwest Mental 
Health Center and consulting psychiatrist 
to the Dwyer program, that the incident 
in which Whipple led the boy with a belt 
used as a leash while the boy was behav- 
ing like a dog was "more a case of (the 
boy) leading John on the leash." Dr. 
Lang said he believes the leash was a 
symbol of the boy's permanent relation- 
ship with Whipple. 


• Testimony by NEC governing board 


member Edward Perry that the NEC 
board might hire uncertlfioated teachers 
or administrators in order to keep its 
programs running, even though state law 
requires certification. If the board did 
that, Perry said, "I'd expect this (certifi- 
cation) board to come after the NEC 
board and not the individual." 


During the two days of hearings, mem- 


bers of the certification board actively 
took over the questioning of witnesses, 
Inquiring about the philosophy of the 
Dwyer School program and the adminis- 
trative structure of NEC. 


SEVERAL BOARD members asked 


questions that appeared sympathetic to 
Whippple, including David Mcllwalne, a 
teacher at Alton High School in Alton, 
111., who said, "I do not question Mr. 
Whlpple's dedication and commitment to 
the program," and suggested staff mem- 
bers may be making charges against 
him because he is "too demanding." 


Reg Weaver, a teacher from Harvey, 


asked Whlpple- whether be thought he 
had been "taken advantage of" by NEC 
by being given responsibility for both 
Dwyer and the, Center for Child and 
Family Studies and being asked also to 
take part hi other NEC programs. 
' Wtoppte's reply was, "If you ask me 
if I'd do it again, I'd say no. I feel I took 
on too much. I think I was punishing my- 
self and I would not take it on again."

A similar forecast of a frigid, snowy 


winter was made by Kurd C. Wlllett, 
emeritus professor of meteorology at 
Masschusetts Institute of Technology. 


Willctt said temperatures through 


much of the nation could "easily" aver- 
age more than 6 degrees below normal 
with unusually heavy snowfalls this 
winter. He also said the global cli- 
mate is getting colder and predicted that 
the next 20 years would bring "some of 
the coldest weather we've had for many, 
many years." 


An authority on long-range weather 


forecasts, Willelt said his predictions for 
this winter were based on recent abnor- 
mal sunspot activity. He said this activi- 
ty had forced him to reverse his forecast 
of last year that the winter of 1974 would 
be mild. 


"I would now expect anything cast of 


the Continental Divide to be colder than 
normal," Willett said in a copyrighted in- 
terview with U.S. News and World Re- 
port. "It shouldn't be exceptionally 
warm anywhere." 


"This is a guess, of course, but in 


areas where it's going to be the coldest 
— particularly the North Central states 


— I would expect tho winter could easily 
average more than 6 degrees colder than 
normal. Now remember, the last few 
years we've bad mild winters, so this 
will be quite a change. 


"I would expect any area that has nor- 


mal precipitation this winter might very 
well have more-than-normal snowfall, 
and particularly more-than-normal snow 
accumulation," he said. 


Sunspots are dark areas on the solar 


surface where the temperature is about 
2,000 degrees cooler than that of sur- 
rounding areas. 


Willett said the reason why sunspots 


affect the weather is not entirely under- 
stood, although two major theories say 
either the sun's ultraviolet radiation or 
the radiation of the so-called "solar 
wind" — both of which vary according to 
sunspot activity — somehow interact 
with the earth's atmosphere. 


Tho sun is now approaching a period of 


low sunspot activity, Willctt said, but Ihe 
cycle has stretched out an extra two 
years and this abnormal pattern resulted 
in the new prediction for this winter. 


The winter of 1975, he said, should be 


"a little on the cool side, but not nearly 
as cold as this winter." , 


Economists warn recession coming

President Gerald Ford's anti-inflation 


measures will work if they can survive 
the "hysterical hue and cry of de- 
pression and, recession," sold Treasury 
Secretary William Simon Sunday, but at 
the same time government reports in- 
dicate that recession may replace in- 
flation as tho country's No. 1 enemy. 
• Simon said that Ford will continue to 
press for enactment of a 5 per cent sur- 
tax and also criticized Senate Democrat- 
ic leader Mike Mansfield, D.—Montana, 
for his continued support of wage and 
price controls. 


Yet while administration officials. are 


still calling the 12 per cent inflation rate 
as the nation's leading economic prob- 
lem, reports from government econo- 
mists show that consumers and industry 
arc slowing down their purchases of 
goods and services — indicating the be- 
ginning of a recession. 


Among those economists who say the 


falling purchases indicate a recession 
are Paul McCrnckcn of tho University of 
Michigan, one-time economic advisor to 
Presidents Ford and Nixon. 


He and other economists claim declin- 


ing demand for goods and services will 
result in falling prices and higher unem- 
ployment. 


Higher oil prices arc the primary 


cause for an inflated economy, federal 
officals say, and the reason the economy 
is headed for worse times ahead is the 
continued unstable price of oil on world 
markets. 


Other economy related comments: 
• Sticking to his position that wage 


and price controls should and will be 
reimposed, Sen. Mansfield said Sunday 
"it is just a matter of time" until con- 
trols arc imposed to halt a recession. 
"With unemployment reaching 6 per cent 
and going to go above that, with prices

State Henry Kissinger flew Sunday from 
Moscow to New Delhi for a fence- 
mending mission and was greeted by 
C o m m u n i s t demonstrators shouting 
"down with Kissinger!" 


Kissinger reported "good progress" on 


nuclear arms limitations and improve- 
ment of U.S.-Sovict relations during his 
four days of talks in Moscow, where he 
helped arrange a summit meeting for 
Nov. 23-24 between President Ford and 
Communist party General Secretary 
Leonid Brezhnev. 


Kissinger is the 
first 
highranking 


American to visit India since Indo-U.S. 
relations turned sour during the India- 
Pakistan war in 1971, when tho United 
States made a "tilt" toward Pakistan. 


Kissinger and his wife Nancy were 


warmly greeted at New Delhi airport by 
Indian Foreign minister Y. B. Ciiavan 
and other officials. 


In a brief statement Kissinger said 


that Indo-U.S. relations had already "im- 
proved considerably." 


He said, "The 
two greatest demo- 


cracies in the world have rediscovered 
their common purpose and have ex- 
changed ideas on an ever increasing 
range of topics." About 200 members of 
the pro-Moscow Communist Party of In- 
dia staged a noisy demonstration outside 
HIP airport gates.

shouted "Down with Kissinger!"

dent Salvador Allende!" and "Builder of 
bases in the Indian Ocean!" 


Kissinger will confer today with Prime 


Minister Indira Gandhi. He is. expected 


to a.sk Mrs. Gandhi for assurances th.if 
India will not barter her new-found nu- 
clear expertise to Arab nations for oil 
and food—an exchange Kissinger fears 
would s>tart a dangerous arms race in 
West Asia. 


The two leaders are also expected to 


discuss the sensitive topic of renewed 
U S. food aid to India and the equally 
touchy question of America's intention to 
build a naval base on the Indian Ocean 
atoll of Diego Garcia. 


On Sunday evening in New Delhi, Kis-

ments to reduce the clots in his left leg. 


However, more tests will be conducted 


within the next few days to see if surgery 
is needed, Lungrcn said. 


"If the tests show there is active 


clotting, then the chances of surgery are 
very good," Lungren told a news confer- 
ence. 


Lungren added that if all went well 


Nixon would be able to return by the end 
of this week to his seaside home in San 
Clementc, Calif., where he has lived in 
seclusion since resigning the presidency 
Aug 9. 


Asked how much pain the former pres- 


ident underwent during his recent hospi- 
tahzntion, Lungren said, "At the present 
time he is not in any undue pain." 


However, Ronald Ziegler, Nixon's for- 


mer press secretary, described him as 
"looking pale and drawn." Ziegler said 
Nixon "is resigned to the fact that he has 
a serious illness."

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Fantasy conflicts help solve many real life problems 


by JILLBETTNER 


Imagine being granted a year's leave 


of absence from your job with full salary 
plus all expenses paid for yourself and 
one other person. The only catch: The 
dream vacation must be spent In the red- 
wood forests of California, on a Carib- 
bean Island or In bustling London. 


The decision could be difficult for an 


outdoorsman married to a luxury-loving 
sun worshiper, but the fantasy conflict 
might not be much harder to resolve 
than a lot of real life problems many 
. couples face nearly every day. 


A group of about 00 persons took on the 


task of working out plans for tHe dream 
vacation In an exercise as part of a pro- 
gram sponsored last week by the Elk 
Grove-Schaumburg Townships Mental 
Health Center. 


The intent of the program, the first In 


a series of community education sessions 
offered by the center this fall, was.to 
help participants sharpen skills for han- 
dling conflicts that arise not only be- 
tween husband and wife, but also be- 
tween employe and boss, worker and co- 
worker, friend and friend. 


Members of the audience included 


married couples and singles, ranging 
from teen-agers to senior citizens. 


THE FIRST PART of the session was 


devoted to an evaluation of commu- 
nication skills. In a questionnaire, mem- 
bers of the audience were asked to rate 
their own abilities, for example, in ex- 
pressing emotion, handling tension and 
disappointment and understanding oth- 
ers. 


The questionnaire was designed to 


heighten the participants' awareness of 
some factors that come into play when 
persons are confronted with tense situ- 
ations. 
" 


AFTER PAIRING OFF to discuss re- 


sults of the questionnaires, participants 
were asked to offer suggestions -for im- 
proving particular skills. 


Leaders of the program, Diane and 


Ron Reifler of the Oasis Midwest Center 
for Human Potential, Chicago, explained 
their reasons for making the session as 
"experiential" encounter rather than a 
strictly informational meeting. 


"I could stand up here and lecture to 


you about conflicts and the problems in- 
volved," Reifler told the group, "but 
Diane and I don't do that because we feel 
people learn more by doing. It's a 
chance for people to see their own behav- 


ior and get some feedback or see them- 
selves as others do." 


RESOLVING CONFLICTS on where 


and how to spend the dream vacation in 
that exercise was an opportunity for 
partners to put into practice what'was 
learned in discussing the questionnaire. 


After allowing pairs to discuss plans 


for several minutes, Reifler offered what 


. might be considered a "cop-out" solu- 


tion. 


Saying the best way to settle conflicts 


is to reach a solution in which "everyone 
is a winner," Reifler suggested the pairs 
hopelessly locked in debate spend port of 
the time in one place and part in anoth- 
er. 


THE MEMBERS OF the audience also 


tried some physical exercises the leaders 
said could demonstrate several aspects 


of the participants' interaction with oth- 
ers. 


For example, in one exercise one part- 


ner was asked to lean on the other shoul- 
der-to-shoulder until one of the two called 
"enough." The partners then switched 
roles. 


The exercise, Reifler said, could be In- 


terpreted as an indication of the domi- 
nant partner in a relationship, or who 
generally "leans" more .on whom in 
stress situations. 


After trying the exercise, a woman and 


her young daughter agreed that Reif- 
fler's idea proved true. 


"We leaned one each other about the 


same," the girl said. "That's pretty good 
—I'd say we usually support each oth- 
er."

of programs titled "The Human Experi- 
ence" will include five more sessions on 
the fourth Tuesday of each month except 
December through April 22. 


Jordan Rosen, executive director of th« 


center, said he was pleased with UM 
turnout for last week's program.

Answer sought to strange happenings 
Residents plagued by lightning strikes 


by MARILYN McDONALD 


Lightning never strikes twice In the 


same place, the saying goes, but a group 
of Arlington Heights residents In the 400 
blocks of south Dunton and Vail avenues 
says it strikes five or six times in the 
same place, and they'd like to know why. 


Twenty-one families sent a letter to 


John Nosslkos of the Federal Power 
Commission last week demanding an in- 
vestigation into unexplainable power-line 
breakages and high lightning incidences 
In their neighborhood. 


Arlcno Sherman, 414 S. Dunton, said 


live electrical wires have broken and 
fallen to the ground during calm after- 
noons on two occasions. "Since May 1970, 
this block has been subjected to at least 
five or six Incidents of being struck by 
lightning. One of those times two garages 
were set on fire, one at 415 S. Vail.and 
the other at 414 S. Dunton," her letter 
reads. 


Although Commonwealth Edison Co. 


repaired the broken lines, Mrs. Sherman 
and her neighbors suspect faulty outdoor 
wiring Installed in 1970 may bo the cause 
of the wire breakage and possible light- 
ning attraction. 


EDISON OFFICIALS at the central of- 


fice in Chicago and the district office in 
Mount Prospect said they had not re- 
ceived copies of the letter. Jack Step- 


hens, district superintendent at the 
Mount Prospect office, said he would 
trace the complaints in service files and 
begin an investigation of power line 
breakages. 


Fire Chief John Harden said he was 


not aware of a problem in the area and 
would investigate It 


The fire department answered calls 


when power lines broke and when light- 
ning started two garage fires, Mrs. Sher- 
man sold. Mrs. Sherman also said power 
failures are frequent in her neighbor- 
hood. 


"Whenever the power goes out in Ar- 


lington Heights, it goes out here," she 
said. 


Nancy Sullivan, 410 S. Dunton, said she 


and her neighbors have lost electrical 
power three times this year. On at least 
one occasion, there was no storm or 
heavy wind to explain the outage, she 
said. Each time, power was lost for four 
to five hours. Edison never gave an ex- 
planation for the blackouts, she said. 


WHILE THE POWER-llne breakages 


and outages have residents concerned, 
the strange frequency of lightning at- 
tacks has unnerved the neighborhood, 
Mrs. Sherman said.

Ody J. Fish, dourly surveying the sit- 
uation, said "this doesn't augur to be 
a good year, so every Republican 
ought to do what he or she can to 
minimize losses and look ahead." 


Sen. Gaylord Nelson and Gov. Pat- 


rick J. Lucey, both Democrats, ap- 
pear to be shoo-ins for re-election. 


Republicans also are worried about 


possibly losing two congressional dis- 
tricts — they are in a 5-4 minority 
now — and -Democrats could sweep 


all the statewide offices, keep control 
of the Assembly, and perhaps even 
break the BO-year GOP hold on the 
state Senate. 


Wisconsin Republicans are finan- 


cially strapped, philosophically split 
and bedeviled by the economy and 
Watergate. The party has all but 
written off its candidates for major 
office in this state that once was a 
GOP bastion. 


It is concentrating instead on pre- 


serving its slim majority in the state 
Senate, the only power base left. 


The two Republican congressmen 


involved in what look to be close 
races are Harold Froehlich and Ver- 
non Thomson. 


Froehlich is a conservative who 


GOV. PATRICK J. LUCEY 


served on the House Judiciary Com- 
mittee and voted for impeachment of 
former President Richard M. Nixon. 
No one is quite certain whether the 
impeachment will help or hurt him 
Nov. 5. 


Froehlich barely won election to 


his first term two years ago over 
Robert Cornell, a Roman Catholic 
priest who is challenging him again. 
Cornell has not made an issue of 
Froehlich's impeachment vote. 


Thomson, a former governor and 


attorney general of Wisconsin, has 
been in Congress since 1960. His op- 
ponent is Alvin Baldus of Mcn- 
omonie, a member of the state As- 
sembly. 


The economy and Thomson's age 


— he will be 69 on Election Day — 
are the major issues. 


Nelson, running for a third Senate 


term, faces apparently token opposi- 
tion from State Sen. Thomas Petri, a 
moderate 
Republican 
with little 


statewide reputation. 


Petri and the GOP candidate for 


governor, former Madison Mayor 
William Dyke, received little money 
from the party which seemed content 
to write them off as losers. 


With the resignation of Republican 


Attorney General Robert W. Warren 
to be a federal judge, former Demo- 
cratic Attorney General Branson La- 
Follette, bearer of the state's most 
famous political name, was the fa- 
vorite to win back his old job. 


The LaFollette name will be on the 


ballot twice. State Sen. Douglas La- 
Follette of Kcnosha, who claims dis- 
tant relationship with the LaFollette 
clan, Is the Democratic candidate for 
secretary of state and also is ex- 
pected to win.

Would you believe a Nov. 6 headline 


wliich reads something like this: "GOP 
County Slate Sweeps Election; Ihrig, 
Flamm, Bensinger, Hansen Win; Daley 
Machine Demolished"? 


Judging from the lack of GOP opti- 


mism (and funds) for the Nov. 5 coun- 
ty election, that headline reflects the bi- 
zarre dreams of a demented political 
writer who's out of touch with realities of 
county politics. 


No one's saying it's impossible, but the 


prevailing logic is that it's a Democratic 
year in Cook County — and, come the 
morning of Nov. 6, Daley's flunkies will 
still be running the show in the County 
Building. 


There's an even more bizarre headline 


for Nov. 6, however, and just for the 
sake of amusement, let's consider how it 
might become a reality. 


It goes like this: "Spcnce Edges 


Crane; First Local Democrat in Con- 
gress." 


Granted, no smart politician is betting 


'on such an eventuality, for In the past 
five years, Crane has easily defeated a 
variety of opponents. He's been winning 
in a district which is described as one of 
the most conservative Congressional dis- 
tricts in the nation.

the treasurer's office. 


"This office will be run as ef- 


ficiently as a business Is run," Rose- 
well said. "I don't want political pa- 
tronage. I want efficiency." 


ROSEWELL, WHO is an appointed, 


non-salaried member of the Chicago 
Pork District commission, said he is 
"completely divorced" of his cam- 
paign financing and that be will re- 
veal a list of contributors before the 
Nov. 5 election. His $30,000 campaign 
will bo audited by the same account- 
Ing firm that has worked for Illinois 
Atty.

ANDERSEN AND Republican as-

Information and courte- 
ous service." 


The program Includes expansion of 


office hours and possible payment of 
real estate tax bills at local banks 
throughout the county. 


Andersen's key Issue Is Investment 


of county funds. As a legislative aide, 
Andersen wrote In 1972 Illinois law 
that allows Investment of non-public 
funds held by a county treasurer In 
Interest-bearing accounts. Korzen 
has deposited more than $10 million 
a n n u a l l y In non-lntcrest-bearing 
checking accounts and Is losing more 
than $1.2 million In Interest, Ander- 
sen has said. 


Korzen also has favored Loop 


banks, ho said. An estimated 60 per 
cent of the county's $300 million is 
deposited In cither the Continental 
Bank, which was Rosowell's employ- 
er, or the First National Bank of Chi- 
cago. 


ANDERSEN HAS SAID that he 


will divide the county Into regions 
and will spread deposits throughout 
the county. 


"The problem Is that among politi- 


cal people this isn't considered a ma- 
jor office," Andersen said. But, the 
treasurer collects more than $1.5 bil- 
lion In taxes and careful handling 
and investment can save or earn 
money for taxing bodies throughout 
the county. 


"This Is one office that we've won 


a number of times," Andersen said. 
The lost Republican treasurer was 
Edmund Kucharskt, who ran for sec- 
rotary of state in 1072. 


"Our tax system is so complex that 


only people with a lot of money at 
stoke con afford to fight it. People 
have literally spent days not finding 
out what their rights are," he said. 


ANDERSEN HAS talked of estab- 


lishing a taxpayers' information ser- 
vice, of contacting delinquent tax- 
payers who could lose property In a 
tax sale, and of winning the election. 


Two years ago, a switch of 45,000 
voters would have changed results in 
most county elections, and 900,000 
split ballots. "We can win if we get 
our story out." 


The problem Is money. 
Andersen has raised about $4,500, 


which is far short of major advertis- 
ing needs end barely meets cam- 
paign expenses. While Andersen 
campaigns, his wife Pam constructs 
silk-screen cartops In the basement 
of their Des Plalncs home. 


Instead of giant fund-raising din- 


ners, the Andersen campaign has re- 
lied on small donations and profits 
from a garage sale. When Andersen 
revealed his list of campaign donors, 
he sold that "asking me to disclose 
my list of donors Is like asking the 
Invisible man to undress."

Tally and Ihrig battle it out in the shadow of Parky Cullerion 


The shadow of Parky Cullerton hangs 


over the Cook County assessor's race. 


Democrat Thomas Tully — who was 


banded the assessor's mantle when Cul- 
lerton decided to retire after 16 years in 
the office — talks of assessment im- 
provements since reports of valuation 
breaks rocked Cullerton in 1970. . 


Energetic Alice Ihrig, who is running 


against Tully and history, talks of ."un- 
equal assessments . . . lack of super- 
vision ... the number of (assessor's) 
people in jail-" 


"I don't like negative campaigns," 


Mrs. Ihrig said. "If I win, it's not be- 
cause I got my name across to everyone. 
It will be an anti-Democrat vote because 
people know the assessor is a Democrat 
office." 


Since 1932, no Republican has held the 


assessor's Job. 


THE RACE THIS year is a series of 


contrasts. 


Tully, with the boyish looks, the per- 


fect smile and the impeccable clothes, is 
unavailable for interview. His appear- 
ances in the Northwest suburbs are few. 
But, his billboards and bus posters.are 
bolstered by a $400,000 primary-general 
election budget. 


Mrs. Ihrig has scheduled every appear- 


ance she can find. The former head of 
the League of Women Voters travels in a 
tire-worn Valiant, not a chauffeured lim- 
ousine, has announced a platform aimed 
at taxpayers "service" and is running on 
a shoestring $14,000 in contributions. 


"Much of what I do is education," Mrs. 


Ihrig said. "I carry a tax bill with me 
and show people 'how to figure value of 
their property. 


"Almost everywhere I go, people bring

in their tax bills. I see outlandish things" 
on the bills, she said. 


Tully, who left the assessor's office 


more than a year ago, and Cullerton's 
current staff are "monkeying with the 
assessment system.", Tully-formed pro- 
grams place responsibility for survival of 
the inner city on suburbs through the as- 
sessment process, she said. 


MRS. IHRIG, a former newspaper re- 


porter, teacher and Oak Lawn village 
trustee, has based her campaign on 
"guaranteeing fair assessments ... as- 
suring public understanding . .. running 
a professional office." 


The Ihrig program includes random 


auditing of assessments to check for er- 
rors, elimination of the controversial 
state tax equalizer, creation of uniform 
appeal procedures, opening of assess- 
ment records, providing more informa- 
tion to homeowners and eliminating pa- 
tronage hiring. ' 


Increased assessment notices "look 


like a receipt for an insurance bill you 
paid three years ago," Mrs. Ihrig said. 
"People probably throw them away with 
looking at them. I'd put them on pink 
paper. The assessor is not using his 
head in communicating with people."

An assessor should become a citizen's 
representative whose goal become ser- 
vice," she said.

property value at $30,000. The same 
homeowner cannot now afford a $30,000 
home, but also cannot pay the taxes on 
the increased value. "It's a value he 
doesn't have until he sells, yet he's taxed 
for it," she said. 


During the primary election, Tully pro-

Anti-burglary program 
falling victim to apathy 
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An anti-burglary program under way 


In almost all Northwest suburban com* 
munltles has been declared "a failure" 
by the director of the Illinois Law En- 
forcement Commission. 


The failure Is "Operation Identi- 


fication" — a program In which resi- 
dents borrow high-speed marking pens to 
permanently engrave Identifying num- 
bers on valuables in their homes. It 
failed because not enough people are 
willing to take the time to participate 
In the program, said David Fogel, ILEC 
director. 


"Operation Identification failed to have 


Impact upon the burglary rate because it 
failed to motivate people to participate In 
the program," Fogel explained. 


Fogel based his assessment of the pro- 


gram on an evaluation by Prof. Hans W. 
Mattick and his staff at the Center for 
Research In Criminal Justice at the Uni- 
versity of Illinois at Chicago Circle. 


Mattlck's evaluation shows that fewer 


than 24,000 people participated In the 
program by permanently marking their 
valuables, Fogel said. The failure came 
even though the ILEC handed out nearly 
$125,000 to various agencies throughout 
the state to purchase the marking pens. 


LOCALLY, THE program, financed ci- 


ther out of general municipal revenues 
or with ILEC grants, is under way In 
Arlington Heights, Buffalo Grove, Des 
Plalnes, Elk Grove Village, Hoffman Es- 
tates, Mount Prospect, Palatine, 
Schnumburg and Wheeling. 


Although Operation Identification is a 


simple approach to crime prevention, the 
public didn't respond, Fogel said. "Is It 
any wonder that the system has difficul- 
ty dealing with crime and offenders at 
more complex levels of control and re- 
habilitation?" Fogel asked. 


Mattick sold his study results show 


"the general public docs not place the 
same high priority on crime prevention 
activities when it requires personal com- 
mitment as they icem to express when 
responding to crime-victimization sur- 
veys conducted by the polling agencies 
and mass media." 


However, Fogel said that learning that 


tho program does not work can be useful 
because "It will save us from using tax 


dollars on unproductive projects and pin- 
point expenditures for programs" more 
likely to succeed. 


A CHECK WITH several of the partlcl- ' 


patlng Northwest suburban police depart- 
ments Friday verified that Mattlck's 
findings are valid locally. 


Response In Wheeling was "not too red 


hot," said Police Lt. Thomas Conte. 
Conte said that despite posters and news- 
paper articles few people will' take- the 
time to engrave television sets and other 
valuables. 
'*• 


Wheeling's engravers are available'at 


the local public library for residents to 
check out. Librarians say the pens are 
checked out "sporadically" six to eight 
times a month. Two "spare" engravers 
remain at the police department and 
haven't been used, Conte said. 


Buffalo Grove police estimate that 120 


local residents have used the engravers. 
The program has tapered off from a fair- 
ly good public response to the point 
where police get only one request a week 
to borrow the engraving pen. 


Des Plalnes Police Chief Arthur Hintz 


said response in his city also has been 
slow, even though the pens have been on 
hand for several years. Part of the cost 
of the engravers was donated by busi- 
nessmen in the community, he said. 


ROLLING MEADOWS is the only local 


community that decided not to join in the 
Operation Identification program. Police 
Capt. Ralph Evans sold that although Us 
department thought the engraving of per* 
manent identification numbers on valu- 
able items "sounded like a good idea," 
people seemed "apathetic about the pro- 
gram, so we never went into It." 


Evans said his city recently purchased 


one engraving pen to use in a program of 
engraving driver's license numbers on 
bicycles. The program was thought of as 
n way to return lost and stolen bicycles 
to their owners, he said, but despite let- 
ters to all local schools and several 
newspaper articles, the program fell flat. 
Only two bicycle owners have brought 
their bikes to police to have the numbers 
engraved, Evans sold. Rolling Meadows 
police will "try anything to prevent 
crimes," Evans sold, but "you've got to 
hove the cooperation of the public."

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Findings may lead to reform 
Hearings reveal rape occurs in suburbs

Last March a 24-year-old suburban 


mother was talking on the telephone 
when someone came to the door of her 
homo, which was for sale. 


Before she could get to the door, her 


4-year-old am had lot In a rapist. 


Another suburban woman hired a 


cleaning lady through an employment 
agency. The cleaning woman arrived and 
went upstairs to change. When she didn't 
come down after half an hour, the house- 
wife became suspicious and called po- 
lice. 


The "cleaning lady" turned out to be a 


man who was waiting In the bedroom 
ready to assault the woman when police 
walked in. * 


A 6-year-old suburban girl was on her 


way to kindergarten after lunch when a 
man approached her and told her he had 
some pencils in his car for her teacher. 
When she got Into his car, ho drove away 
with her and sexually assaulted her, then 
sent her on to school. 


"RAPE IS HAPPENING in the sub- 


urbs," says a grim Frandne Stein, aide 
to Rep. Aaron Jaffc, D-Skoklo. Mrs. Stein 
has listened to testimony in five hearings 
held by Rep. Jaffc's Rape Study Com- 
mittee, and she has been Involved in 
tabulating responses to the committee's 
rape questionnaire published in the 
media In May. 


That survey, which was carried In The 


Herald, turned up "a substantial number 
o( rape victims — many of whom had not 
reported it to police," Mrs. Stein said. 


According to testimony, rape victims 


who do report it often are not taken to 
hospitals, despite the crucial importance 
of medical attention not only for the vic- 
tim's well-being, but to secure vital evi- 
dence for subsequent legal proceedings. 


One of those was a Lutheran General 


Hospital nurse who was raped a year ago 
in Mount Prospect. The woman com- 
merited dryly that police did not take her 
to a hospital "because I was not bruised, 
cut or bleeding." 


BUT EVEN WHEN a victim is taken 


to a hospital, the nurse said, there are no 
standardized requirements as to what 
evidence or information the hospital 
should take note of and turn over to po- 
lice. Slio said that in her experience at 
Lutheran General, police never recover 
the slides from medical laboratory tests. 


"We would like to see statewide cri- 


teria on the disposal of evidence, and all 
victims should automatically be taken to 
a hospital." 


She added that women should be well 


informed on what to do and not do in 
case of rape. 


"The first thing you wont to do is, 


change your clothes and bathe — that's 
the worst thing you can do. It destroys 
any evidence." 


Another problem is the manner in 


which rape victims are treated by hospi- 
tals. The Chicago Hospital Council 
recently issued guidelines on the subject, 
naming the welfare of the victim as the 
No. 1 priority. 


BUT THE MOTHER of the 6-year-old 


rape victim told a different story. The 
Itttle girl, who wasn't taken to the hospi- 
tal until three hours after her assault, 
had to wait another hour and a half to be 
seen by a doctor. 


"A nurse made me go through the 


whole story again in front of my daugh- 
ter. She said she had to get a pediatri- 
cian, but no one knew where he was. I 
begged for a doctor, any doctor, but the 
nurses were snippy to me. Finally, a 
young doctor came —• and he tried to 
make my daughter tell the whole story 
another time." 


Another victim reported that the doc- 


tor at the hospital took no tests. But the 
Chicago Hospital Council insists there 
must be no laws dictating medical proce- 
dures, that physicians must be permitted 
to exercise their judgment in treating 
rape victims. 


Insensltlvity is a charge that has often 


been leveled at law enforcement officers 
in handling rape victims. But testimony 
indicated that suburban police are often 
sympathetic enough — they just don't 
know how to go about solving the crime. 


"THE POLICEMAN was gentle, but he 


didn't get the proper information from 
me that would be useful in court," the 
Lutheran General nurse testified. "He 
seemed hesitant — I don't think he knew 
what to ask." 


Another victim told how police failed to 


apprehend her assailant for six months, 
during which time the man harrassed 
her constantly via telephone, forcing her 
to move her family out of their home. 


According to Chief Clarence Emrick- 


son of Niles, "Rape is a crime like any 
other crime — we don't treat it any dif- 
ferently." He and other officers testified 
that in police training and at police in- 
stitutes, there are no special courses on 
handling rape cases. 


Rep. Adeline Geo-Karis, R-Zlon, im- 


patiently pointed out that "rape is not 
the same as robbery — it is a crime 
against a person, not against property." 
She added that "an officer's notes on a 
victim's statement are very Important in 
the trial," and she said officers "need 
special training to do this kind of inter- 
rogation." 


EVEN IF THE assailant is arrested, 


however, a victim's ordeal Is not over. 
She is faced with telling the story addi- 
tional times for attorneys, judges and 
open courtrooms, she may see her integ- 
rity and moral character defiled by de- 
fense attorneys, her case may be delayed 
for months in the court system — and 
after all that, the defendant's chances of 
going to jail are "next to nothing," ac- 
cording to one member of the committee. 


Rep. Peter Peters, R-Chlcago, noted 


that out of 1600 reported rapes and 16,000 
estimated in the city last year, only 200 
arrests were made and 4B convictions at- 
tained. 


"We have left ourselves defenseless," 


Rep. Peters said in discussing the "tilt" 
of justice in favor of the accused at the 
cost of the victim. 


Rep. Peters raised questions as to 


whether it is fair to prohibit the past 
criminal record of the accused from dis- 
closure in trial, but to permit scrutiny of 


the victim's moral character. 


ALTHOUGH ALL the assailants in- 


volved in testimony at the Niles hearing 
had records of previous sex crimes, 
Judge Harold Sullivan of the Circuit 
Court of Cook County emphasized the 
need for a less harsh minimum sentence 
in rape cases because the accused may 
be "a family man who needs medical 
help. He's not like the guy who breaks in 
and starts beating people up." The min- 
imum sentence in Illinois is four years. 


A sixth hearing is being held today at 


Stateville Prison in Jollet, where the 
committee hopes to learn about homo- 
sexual rape in the prison setting. 


The legislators have Indicated that on 


the basis of their findings, they will pro- 
pose a wide range of legislation calling 
for radical reforms. Some of the ideas 
under consideration at this time include: 


• Redefinition of rape to cover deviant 


sexual behavior. 


• Redefinition of "consent." 
• Reducing the minimum sentence to 


encourage more convictions. 


• Providing free medical and psy- 


chological treatment for victims. 


• Providing for special training of po- 


lice in handling rape. 


• Reforming the judicial process to re- 


duce the length of time and number of 
appearances. 


• Prohibiting questioning of the vic- 


tim's previous sexual activities. 


• Providing for closed court hearings. 
These and other proposals are contain- 


ed in rape reforms which have been 
enacted in some other states. 


Painted face 
much safer 
than mask 


Parents want Halloween to be a happy 


but safe fun time for their children. 


One way they can make it safer for the 


little ones Is to paint faces on the young- 
sters instead of their wearing masks. 


In the past many Injuries have resulted 


from children's wearing masks. The 
masks slip so the child can't see, and ho 
or she may trip on his or her costume or 
step into a busy street by mistake. With a 
painted face, a child can easily see 
across streets, around corners and up 
and down stain. 


Should a child protest, the wise parent 


will point out that a painted face is more 
realistic anyhow. A painted face permits 
a clown to laugh or raise his eyebrows .. 
. a witch to wrinkle her brow or scowl as 
she rides her broomstick ... a kitty or 
bunny to wrinkle his nose. With a mask 
the costumed character has to look the 
same all the time. 


WATERCOLOR PAINTS are best be- 


cause they wash off easily with soap and 
water. For on investment of just $1 a 
parent can provide many painted faces. 
And just In case the child will be wearing 
more than one outfit — maybe one to 
school and a different one for trick-or- 
trcatlng — ho can change his face too. 


High-risk nursery issue kept open 


One word of caution: be sure the child 


has no skin allergy or other condition 
that would be Irritated by applying paint 
to the face. A quick check with the doc- 
tor will take care of that.

Shell know when 
Halloween's over

AURORA — James Paulissen seemed 


slightly taken aback and a trifle nervous 
as he got up to speak to the Illinois Com- 
prehensive Health Planning Association. 


A number of the conference partici- 


pants were absent from their seats, and 
many of thosepresent were looking at 
newspapers or otherwise displaying a de- 
gree of disinterest. 


But at the back of the room there had 


been a small flurry as several young 
women had marched in, all carrying 
babies. They were northwest suburban 
mothers whose infants had been given a 
chance at life by the high-risk nursery at 
Lutheran General Hospital, Park Ridge. 


They were here to tell Dr. Paulissen, 


director of the family health division of 
the Illinois Department of Health, that 
they strongly disapprove of his depart- 
ment's decision to exclude Lutheran Gen- 
eral Hospital from a state-funded per- 
inatal program. 


THE PROGRAM is intended to im- 


prove the state's performance in saving 
the lives of babies born prematurely or 
with serious congenital illnesses. The 
money would be made available to par- 
ents facing the extremely high bills for 
such care, but only if they utilize the hos- 
pitals designated in the program. Six of 
the chosen hospitals are clustered in Chi- 
cago; none are located in the suburbs. 


Also facing Dr. Paulissen from the vis- 


itor's gallery at the rear of the room 


were two state legislators who voted for 
the funds and who are also displeased 
with the health department's allocation 
of the money. 


Completing the retinue were Dr. Henry 


Mangerton, head of the high-risk nur- 
sery; a nurse from the unit; and Dr. 
Kenneth Lund, vice pesldent for educa- 
tion at Lutheran General. 


It was plainly tune for some straight 


talk. 


REP. 
V I R G I N I A Macdonald, 


R-Arlington Heights, addressed Dr. Pau- 
lissen first. 


"I worked very hard for this bill when 


it was in the House, and we are very 
disappointed that Lutheran General and 
Evanston hospitals have been cut," the 
legislator told Dr. Paulissen. 


"These people are taxpayers and they 


should be taken into consideration. You 
have three hospitals within walking dis- 
tance in Chicago. The village of Schaum- 
burg alone will be the biggest town out- 
side of Chicago by 1980. These people are 
entitled to have at least one of these cen- 
ters." 


Then it was Mrs. Marcus Ramsey's 


turn. Mrs. Ramsey, of Hoffman Estates, 
is the mother who organized the protest. 
Quoting the Hippocratic oath, she ques- 
tioned whether the department's alloca- 
tion plan "is for the good of the sick," 
and she objected to "my tax dollars go- 
ing to Missouri." (One of the hospitals 
selected is in St. Louis.) 


"Why are you leaving 3te million 


people in the suburbs unprotected?" she 
demanded. 


By this time, most of the health agency 


people had left for lunch, but the debate 
among the mothers and the legislators 
and Dr. Paulissen was just heating up. 
• Mrs. Macdonald: "Was the committee 
report on these recommendations sent to 
legislators?" 


Dr. Paulissen: "It was 287 pages long, 


so we just made some copies of it avail- 
able in the Speaker's office in Spring- 
field." 


Mrs. Macdonald: "Dr. Paulissen, we 


have many other reports equaling this 
one in length. As a legislator I would like 
to have received a copy of that report. It 
is not convenient for us in the Chicago 
area to go to Springfield to see it." 


"I would like to suggest that there be a 


review by the committee of these recom- 
mendations ..." 


DR. PAULISSEN: "The committee 


has already made its recommendations." 


Macdonald: "Then whom do we go 


to?" 


Paulissen: "Dr. (Joyce) Lashof (Di- 


rector, Department of Health)." 


Macdonald: "But I already talked to 


her and she has referred us back to 
you." 


Later, Mrs. Macdonald and Paulissen 


tangled again. 


Macdonald: "On what basis was Lu- 


theran General rejected?" 


Paulissen: "The medical school 


basis." (The major criterion for selection 
was affiliation '.vith a university medical 
school). 


Macdonald: "But Lutheran General IS 


a medical school hospital. I respectfully 
disagree..." (Lutheran General is affil- 
iated with the University of Illinois Abra- 
ham Lincoln School of Medicine, as well 
as having a nursing school). 


THEN REP. DONALD TOTTEN, 


R-Hoffman Estates, raised the question 
of whether exclusion of Lutheran Gener- 
al from the program might result in the 
closing of its high-risk nursery, which 
has been in operation several years and 
has achieved an exceptionally high rate 
of infant survival. 


Dr. Paulissen said he did not see "how 


that facility could possibly go out of exis- 
tence." But Dr. Mangerton said that 
would be a very definite possibility. 


And the debate droned on, dissecting 


every possible aspect of the issue from 
geography to insurance coverage to 
urological surgery, while the small 
"alumni" of the Lutheran General high- 
risk nursery gurgled contentedly, constant 
reminders of what the argument was 
really all about. 


In the end, Dr. Mark Lepper, director 


of the comprehensive health planning 
agency, declared, "This issue is not 
closed yet." And that, according to Rep. 
Macdonald, was the open door which she 
and the others had come to seek. The 
next step, she said, will be a meeting of 
all concerned parties with Dr. Lashof.

FCC rules on movies blasted 
Cable TV being curbed 
unduly, Valenti says 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Federal Com- 


munlcntions Commission rules restric- 
ting the showing of movies on cable tele- 
vision ore designed solely to protect the 
broadcast industry, the president of the 
Motion Picture Assn. of America said. 


At an FCC hearing on a request to re- 


lax cable TV restrictions on movies and 
sports events, MPAA president Jack Va- 
lenti declared: "The commission's rules 
deny the American public the right to 
sec movies at a time, at a place and at a 
price of its choice. For this reason tho 
rules are wrong. 


"They protect enormously powerful 


and vested commercial television inter- 
ests against competition. They stand as a 
roadblock in the path of the infant cable 
medium which holds some promise of 
providing new choices and diversity for 
the viewing public." 


PRESENT FCC rules prevent cable 


from using any feature movie more than 
two years old and allows Infrequent use 
of movies up to 10 years old. Cable may 
cover sports events only If convention TV 
does not. 


The National Assn. of Broadcasters, 


representing "free" television — the cost 
is borne by commercial advertisers — 
predicted that without the FCC restric- 
tions pay cable would "siphon" the best 
programs and the consumers hurt the 
most would be the poor, whose only rec- 
reation Is free TV. 


"Whenever anyone charges siphoning, 


it is a false, even demagogic Issue be- 
cause economic good sense and market- 
ing logic deny it," Valenti said.

Baruch estimated that there now arc 


18,000 usable movies, many already 
shown by the networks, that pay cable is 
unable to use either because of FCC 
regulations or because broadcasters have 
bought exclusive rights. 


The NAB committee said social work- 


ers and welfare agencies "recognize that 
television is a necessity for poor people" 
and said it is "their principal, perhaps 
their only, source of entertainment, news 
and information on public affairs." 


"But such people struggling to survive 


on marginal incomes will be deprived of 
virtually all movies, sports and enter- 
tainment If pay cable TV siphons off 
these programs from free TV," the re- 
port said. 


An estimated 60,000 to 100,000 house- 


holds subscribe to cable TV, compared to 
66 million households served by con- 
ventional television. Cable spokesmen 
say that theirs could grow into a major 
industry if not unduly restricted.

Breast 'enlargers' phony 


I am a young woman of fair appearance. My problem may 


not seem extremely bad, but It bother* me a lot. My breasts 
are quite small. 


People have told me different ways to solve my problem. 


These Include exercise and breast enlargen advertised In the 
back of magaxlaes. 


I have tried the exerclui and they didn't seem to work. I 


know It takes lime, but I did do them for quite some time. 
Are the breast enlargen effective and are they safe? I am 
sure many women wonder about them. 


I receive an enormous amount of mail from women asking 


about small breasts and some asking about large breasts, and 
even some worrying about unequal breasts. So, you are not 
unusual. 


The only exercises that are useful in increasing the bustline 


are those that Increase the muscles of the chest wall. These 
muscles are tho pectoral muscles under tho breast Itself. 


Pushing tho bands against each other and proper weight 


lifting-type exercises help to build these. When they enlarge, 
the breast, even if small, stands out a bit more. 


Don't neglect the importance of posture. Rounded shoulders 


make even normal-sized breasts seem smaller. Shoulders 
back and a pleasing posture help to improve the appearance 
of tho bustline. 


I have looked Into tho various devices advertised for use 


In breast enlargement programs. Some of these are stimu- 
lating, like a skin bracer and the action may stimulate the 
skin just as a fadal massage does, not none, and I mean 
NONE, of these or the creams do anything to actually enlarge 
the breast lUolf. They do enlarge tho fat pocketbooks of the 
people who ore taking advantage of women's desire to be 
more attractive. 


Some of the programs to enlarge breasts do have some 


good features, the exercises and the diet programs, but nei- 
ther a device nor a cream is ono of the good features.

to a woman as an aid in filling out wrinkles In the face and 
neck? I have often read articles stating that by lying on a 
itont board 10 minutes a day, the blood rushes to the head 
and helps to prevent the aging process. 


It has no useful effect If you hung your hoad down you 


could get some swelling, just as you can get swelling of the 
feet and ankles from being on your feet all day. The effect 
would be transitory swelling. You can see a variation of this 
In the puffy appearance around the eyes so common to many 
on arising in the morning. 


You can got some improvement in circulation in the skin, 


at least temporarily, by doing exercises, particularly facial 
exercises or even bending exercises. You are familiar, I'm 
sure, with the flushed face after exercise. That is about the 
best you con hope for. 


Improving tho circulation through tho skin by exercise may 


improve your complexion. I think fadal muscle exercises are 
useful to a limited extent too, but a slant board will not 
improve circulation through the skin, on tho contrary, it can 
result In stagnation and pooling of blood in the skin that leads 
to swelling.

threw for 62 yards and a touchdown. 
Frank Bavaro caught Andreas' touch- 
down pass for 24 yards and his three 
catches for the day gave him 29 for the 
year, equalling the team record set last 


year by Ervin Kimbrough. 


Kimbrough broke another record of his 


own Saturday when he gained 38 yards 
on three catches to pass the 457 receiving 
yards he gained last year. Kimbrough 
also worked a quick over, the middle 
route and caught Mueller's six yard 
touchdown flip as a reward. 


"Our offense looked pretty good in the 


first half," Eliasik said. "But the defense 
was on the field too much In the second 
half. When the defense Is out there as 
much as they were they get tired and it 
starts to show. I think that's why we 
started to slip. 


"But everybody is happy with the out- 


come. The sophomores wanted to be able 
to say they were the first Harper football 
players to beat Triton."

"Costly9 library criticized 


Taking a stand against the proposed 


new library in Mount Prospect is like 
being against apple pie and motherhood, 
therefore the public's reticence. 


By state standards, the present library 


is deficient in six of 10 areas. I doubt if 
the library has ever met all of the stan-' 
dards and probably never will. 


A multi-million dollar expenditure for 


a now library now, without a referen- 
dum, should not be loft to the discretion 
of a few people. This action is reminis- 
cent of old-time Chicago politics. 


Mayor Telchert has said: "Our refer- 


endum is In fact tho election day." I 
would like to ask tho mayor, and others, 
that If they had campaigned with the 
promise of making an expenditure of 
millions of dollars, without taking It to 
the people, do they believe they would 
now bo In public office? I think not. 


Perhaps the board Is within Its legal 


rights, under the home rule powers, to 
make such on enormous expenditure. 
However, I do not think It was the intent 
of the legislature to give a green light to 
public bodies to spend millions of tax- 
payer dollars, In a town the size of 
Mount Prospect, without first taking It to 
the public. 


Due to Inflation, the cost of a library 


has risen by 10 per cent In a very short 
time. While other communities arc de- 
ferring plans for new municipal con- 
struction, so as not to throw more fuel on 
the flames of Inflation, It appears that 
Mount Prospect Is not among them. The 
mayor has suggested adding another half 
million to the bond Issue In order to pur- 
chase tho block east of tho proposed site. 
An excellent Idea. I agree with Mr. Tel- 
chert, but for a different reason. Oiw 
half million will not buy that property. 
Even If It could be had for $600,000 It 
would bo a much better bargain for the 
taxpayers and a much bettor location for 
tho library — away from the congestion 
of Central and Main Streets. This block 
of land has about 30 per cent more area 
and bettor accessibility, especially for 
children. Some of tho $600,000 could be 
recovered by selling off the houses and 


moved by the owners to other sites. 


Present plans for the Central School 


site should be scrapped, and allow that 
land to bo used for senior citizen hous- 
ing. This is probably one of the few loca- 
tions In the county that is so convenient 
to everything and is Ideal for that pur- 
pose. 


Redevelopment of the downtown area 


will not show any progress until plans for 
residential units are included within the 
so-called triangle, or on its periphery. I 
cannot understand why no one seems to 
be able to fathom that realistic approach 
to the master plan. 


And, finally, wo all should remember 


the words of that parsimonious physi- 
cian, Tim Booktu: "No town has ever 
died due to a deficient library."

As the mother of a child who has spent 


three rewarding years at Dwyer School, 
I must respond to Wandalyn Rice's col- 
umn concerning the John Whipple hear- 
ing before the Illinois Teacher Certifica- 
tion Board, wherein she paraphrases the 
testimony of .Margaret Quane, Director 
of Special Education for Evanston Twp. 
High School. 


From a very subjective point of view 


colored by 11 years of dealing with the 
professionals in the mental health field, I 
have found only one certainty: There are 
various modalities of treatment of se- 
riously disturbed children, and'Very little 
tolerance of one professional's method by 
another. A typical example is that once I 
asked a "yes or no" question to two dif- 
ferent psychiatrists who had been work- 
Ing with my son; one answered "yes," 
the other "no." 


Ms. Quane has a right to her opinion, 


but let's correctly identify it as just that, 
an opinion. Hers is obviously not the last 
word in view of the Illinois state law 
enacted, I believe, in 1967 and effective 
in 1969, guaranteeing .all children, re-v 
gardless of disability, public school edu- 
v 


cation to the age of 21 years. 


Ms. Quane feels that seriously dis- 


turbed children belong in Institutions. 
That's a nice, comfortable solution since 
obviously she does not have a seriously 
disturbed child or she wouldn't be so 
anxious to round up all the kids who are 
"different" and haul them off to Elgin 
State Hospital or Dlxon, where most like- 
ly the care they would receive would be 
simply custodial. And what about the 


parents? Should they have no alterna- 
tive? Have they no right to try to keep 
their children at home as part of the 
family? Have disturbed children no civil 
rights to lead as normal a life as pos- 
sible? 


Wo parents of disturbed children are 


not interested in out-oMhe-book theories, 
or impressive credentials. We want our 
children with us at home. We couldn't 
care less if the teachers at Dwyer wear 
slacks, or occasionally have a much 
needed cigarette in the presence of our 
children. I personally wouldn't care if 


John Whipple and the staff at Dwyer 
went into witch-doctor routines, danced a 
jig, or stood on their heads. 


All I do know and care about is that 


what they do works. They have helped 
my son, and our family as a whole im- 
mensely and mine is not an isolated 
case. Other parents and myself are pre- 
pared to do whatever is necessary to see 
that they have the opportunity to contin- 
ue their inspired efforts.

Sept. 25 article on credit cards and al- 
though I am unable to discount your re- 
porting, and really have no reason to 
doubt it, I would like to remark upon 
several items that appear in your article. 


First, I apologize for American Ex- 


press in the cases where we do not fully 
satisfy the expectations of the cardhol- 
der. 


Let me say that credit card companies 


have two clients — the merchants that 
honor the cards, and the people who car- 
ry them. It Is just as important that we 
satisfy and treat fairly the second cate- 
gory as the first. To do otherwise would 
be bad business as well as bad manners. 


Second, the credit card is only an ex- 


tremely simple and convenient and uni- 
versal, and — compared to cash — se- 
cure method of paying for things, that 
also offers people under various plans a 
means to extend their credit if they so 
desire. 


The credit card issuer agrees that it 


will honor and pay the debits incurred by 
the cardholder, practically anytime and 
anywhere that he or she so desires. 


I understand how you or I or Miss F., 


when frustrated by the problems of col- 
lecting or receiving compensaton from a 
merchant or rental car office or what- 
ever many miles away would turn to ev- 
eryone who is related to the transaction 
for relief and assistance, and believe me 
we try, within our means to offer that 
assistance. Many times we arc success- 
ful. 


But, what if Miss F. had paid with 


cash. Would she then turn to the U.S. 
government for help. What if she paid 
with a personal check and that check 
had cleared. Would her bank be respon- 
sible? What if she purchases an item ad- 
vertised in The Herald and is 
dis- 


satisfied? Should there be regulations 
that require The Herald to be totally re- 
sponsible snd to absorb any losses for all 
such problems? 


It Is a tough question and one that 


can't be settled in one letter. 


I do feel that whatever the outcome on 


this subject, you do owe your readers 
this advice: don't sign any credit card or 
other contract when you don't wont the 
service or don't understand or when you 
disagree with the document you are sign- 
ing. 


Don't expect that your authorized pay- 


ing agent (credit card, bank, even family 
attorney) is also your legal and con- 
sumer enforcement agency. Please be- 
lieve me, we spend many hours and 
many dollars trying to help people like 
Miss F. who have agreed to contracts 
which they later wish they hadn't signed. 


In your article you reported this kind 


of assistance as a "PR effort." Well, it is 
a conscientious and concrete customer 
services effort, and we get it right some- 
thing like 99 per cent of the time. I con- 
sider that good sound public relations.

Fire service 
referendum 
postponed 


A referendum to authorize a single firo 


service for Buffalo Grove has been post- 
poned indefinitely because of a court 
request to dismiss the measure by the 
Long Grove Rural Fire Protection Dis- 
trict. 


Attorneys for Die Long Grove District 


charged Friday in Cook County Circuit 
Court that annexation of the Lake County 
section of the village to the Wheeling 
Township Rural Firo Protection District 
is unconstitutional. 


The Wheeling district serves the Cook 


County section of the village through an 
arrangement with the Buffalo Grove Fire 
Dcpt., which s independent of village 
government. The Lake County area Is 
served by the Long Grove district. 


Circuit Court Judge Harry G. Comer- 


ford ordered the Long Grove attorneys 
to present written arguments within two 
weeks outlining their opposition to the 
referendum, which is being backed by 
village officials and the Wheeling firo 
district. 


The judge will then allow Richard Ray- 


sa, Buffalo Grove attorney, to submit ar- 
guments in favor of the referendum be- 
fore a Nov. 23 hearing. 


THE HERALD REPORTED Thursday 


that Long Grove officials were planning 
to object to the referendum, but would 
not comment on specifics. Long Grove 
fire district trustee Anton Berg said only 
his department would appear before 
Comerford to "present our side." 


"That was the first I heard of any ob- 


jections," said Buffalo Grove Village 
Trustee Edward Osmon "Friday. Ho is 
acting as liaison between the village and 
the. fire districts and said he would make 
a statement on the Long Grove move 
Tuesday. 


Raysa said, "I didn't hear about the 


possibility of an objection until late 
Thursday night. It came as a shock to 
mo when I got to court and heard they 
were going to fight this thing." 


Raysa said Long Grove is seeking to 


head off any move to allow Lake County 
residents into the Wheeling district. 
"They are not, however, opposed to 
letting the land go if it Is to form a vil- 
lage fire department in Buffalo Grove. 
They just don't want it to go to the 
Wheeling district and won't say why." 


BERG ALSO HAS refused to say publi- 


cly why the Long Grove officials will not 
oppose giving up the. territory to a mu- 
nicipal department and not to the Wheel- 
ing district. He was unavailable for com- 
ment Sunday. 


Earlier this year, Berg said his 


district was opposed to the transfer but 
he did not think officials would formally 
object. 


"That's what he told us, too," said Buf- 


falo Grove Fire Chief Wayne Winter. 
"Wo had an understanding that this thing 
would bo decided by the people. We 
agreed to public meetings at which both 
sides would give the residents the facts 
of each department and let them decide 
at the polls — then they pull this move." 


Winter said the new court hearing 


could settle the issue, and a referendum 
could bo held before the end of the year. 
"The problem then, however, is it will be 
the holiday season and people shouldn't 
bo bothered." 


IF THE ISSUE Is not decided by the 


end of the'year, all taxes coming from 
the area to bo. annexed will go to Long 
Grove for next year. "We don't care 
about that, however," Winter said. 


"We have promised the people of Lake 


County that they would be served by our 
department and paramedics as soon as 
possible and that means even if we have 
to do It for a year with no taxes," he 
said. He explained it is conceivable a ref- 
erendum could be held In January and 
the Buffalo Grove department would get 
no tax money for 11 months of service in 
Lake County.

For not mowing school lawns 
Wheeling parks may face $1,000 fee 


by JUDY JOBBITT 


The Wheeling Park District may get 


"zapped" with a $1,000 per week fee for 
using Wheeling-Buffalo Grove Dlst. 21 
schools if it continues to refuse to cut 
school lawns. 


Park officials have notified the school 


district the lawns no longer will be cut 
because it is too expensive. A 10-year 
agreement requiring the park district to 
cut lawns in return for free use of the 
schools for activities expired Oct. 15. 


WILLIAM SENNE. Dlst. 21 operations 


director, told board members Thursday 
the park district uses school facilities 50 
hours per week. He said the average cost 
of having a building open and used is 
$21.36 per hour. This figure includes cus- 
todial fees, utilities and depreciation of 
the building and equipment. 


If Dlst. 21 used this figure to set a fee 


for the park district's usage, he said the 
park district would have to pay about 


$1,000 a week to use the school for its 
programs. 


"The park district has the idea it can 


quit cutting the grass and just pay $6 an 
hour," Supt. Kenneth Gill said. The park 
district pays $6 per hour for custodians 
to work holidays and Sundays when the 
school district dows not have the them 
regularly scheduled. 


"I have a feeling they have some mis- 


information and are confused on some 
issues — although they have been ex- 
plained," he said. 


"What we're trying to do (with the fig- 


ures) is dramatize to them that they 
have one hell of a deal going," Gill said. 
"Basically, what we've been doing to 
date is subsidizing park district activi- 
ties." 


DAVID PHILLIPS, park district super- 


intendent, said the park district figured 
it cost about $4,000 annually to cut the 
lawns. Using the $6 per hour custodial 
fee, he said the park district estimated it 


would cost about $1,000 annually to use 
the schools. 


Gill also told the board of education 


that the park district had first priority 
for use of the schools after school events 
under the agreement. "If they drop the 
agreement, I feel they should lose this 
priority," he said. 


The board decided to wait until the two 


boards meet before making any proposal 
to the park district. 


"Let's wait and see what they want 


from this — and then zap them with our 
fee," said Jeremiah Crisc, board mem- 
ber. 


PHILLIPS FRIDAY said he questioned 


the board's consideration of assessing a 
fee because of its clause that en- 
titles free use of school facilities by com- 
munity groups. "I would consider us a 
community organization that is not 
charged a fee in the first place," he said. 


He said the next step Is up to the 


school district and that the school district 


should work within the framework pro- 
vided In the policy manual. 


''If they assessed us a fee, they would 


have to assess everybody in the commu- 
nity the same fee," he said. 


Semie Friday said the school district 


defines a community group as any non- 
profit, non-denominational group that 
consists primarily of Dist. 21 residents 
and offers activities open to the commu- 
nity. He said the fees the park district 
charges excludes it from this definition. 


PHILLIPS SAID THE park district-is 


establishing its own usage figures to con- 
test the school district's figures. He said 
"as it stands now, yes" the park district 
would pay the fees rather than cut tho 
lawns. 


He said the park district has in- 


vestigated other communities 
where 


park districts receive free use of school 
facilities with no maintenance agree- 
ment. 


In Chelsea Cove development 
Larger recreation building urged 


The Wheeling Plan Commission will 


recommend that the village board re- 
quire Hollywood Builders to increase the 
size of the proposed recreation building 
in the Chelsea Cove development. 


Several members of the plan commis- 


sion contend the size of the building ap- 
proved in the 1972 plans was consid- 
erably larger than what the developer 
now plans to build. 


However, Manny Kramer, a represen- 


tative of Hollywood Builders, told the 
plan commission last week the size of the 
building was not specified in the 1972 
plan. 


Several members of the commission 


disagreed, saying the plan and a mockup 
of the development showed the recrea- 
tion building was to be from 4,000 to 5,000 
square feet. The developer now plans to 
make the structure 2,234 square feet. 


CHAIRMAN Herbert Lortz sold he is 


concerned that the village may be liable 
in the event a resident In the devel- 
opment files a lawsuit contending that 
the size of the recreation building was 
misrepresented at the time he purchased 
his home. 


Village Atty. Paul Hamer said if the 


village approved the reduction and it 
could be proven that the size of the build- 


ing was misrepresented by the devel- 
oper, the village could be accused of 
"aiding and abetting the developer in 
perpetuating a fraud." 


Kramer said the firm never specified 


the size of the building when selling the 
homes. Therefore, he said, it was not 
misrepresented. 


Charles Salzman, an attorney for Hol- 


lywood Builders, told the plan commis- 
sion he disagrees the village would be 
liable. 


"If there was a misrepresentation, and 


I don't think there was, I don't think it is 
the village's job to police that," he said. 
"I don't think the village is in the busi- 
ness of policing legal contracts." 


BEFORE REACHING Its decision, the 


plan commission listened to the tape and 
checked the minutes of the 1972 meeting 
at which the development was approved. 


The minutes and tape made no refer- 


ence to the size of the recreation build- 
ing. Officials plan a more thorough check 
of the tape before the matter goes to the 
village board. 


The plan commission's vote was 4-2, 


Lortz and Commissioners Wilfred Som- 
mer, Raymond Waymel and Michael 
Wolfe opposed reduction in the size of the 
building. Commissioners Elliot Tobias 
and Anthony Alticri feel the size 61 the 
building was not misrepresented and that 
the village should not be involved in the 
matter.

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Fantasy conflicts help solve many real life problems

Imagine being granted a year's leave 


of absence from your Job with full salary 
plus all expenses paid for yourself and 
one other person. The only catch: The 
dream vacation must be spent In the red- 
wood forests of California, on a Carib- 
bean island or in bustling London. 


The decision could be difficult for an 


outdoorsman married to a luxury-loving 
sun worshiper, but the fantasy conflict 
might not be much harder to resolve 
than a lot of real life problems many 
couples face nearly every day. 


A group of about 00 persons took on the 


task of working out plans for the dream 
vacation In an exercise as part of a pro- 
gram sponsored last week by the Elk 
Grove-Schaumburg Townships Mental 
Health Center. 


The Intent of the program, the first in 


a scries of community education sessions 
offered by the center this fall, was to 
help participants sharpen skills for han- 
dling conflicts that arise not only be- 
tween husband and wife, but also be- 
tween employe and boss, worker and co- 
worker, friend and friend. 


Members of the audience included 


married couples and singles, ranging 
from teen-agers to senior citizens. 


THE FIRST PART of the session was 


devoted to an evaluation of commu- 
nication skills. In a questionnaire, mem- 
bers of the audience were asked to rate 
their own abilities, for example, in ex- 
pressing emotion, handling tension and 
disappointment and understanding oth- 
ers. 


The questionnaire was designed to 


heighten the participants' awareness of 
some factors that come into play when 
persons are confronted with tense situ- 
ations. ' 


AFTER PAIRING OFF to discuss re- 


sults of the questionnaires, participants 
were asked to offer suggestions for im- 
proving particular skills. 


Leaders of the program, Diane and 


Ron Reifler of the Oasis Midwest Center 
for Human Potential, Chicago, explained 
their reasons for making the session as 
"experiential" encounter rather than a 
strictly Informational meeting. 


"I could stand up here and lecture to 


you about conflicts and the problems In- 
volved," Reifler told the group, ^'but 
Diane and I don't do that because we" feel 
people learn more' by doing. It's a 
chance for people to see their own behav- 


ior and get some feedback or see them- 
selves as others do." 


RESOLVING CONFLICTS on where 


and how to spend the dream vacation in 
that exercise was an opportunity for 
partners to put into practice what was 
learned in discussing the questionnaire. 


After allowing pairs to discuss plans 


for several minutes, Reifler offered what 
might be considered a "cop-out" solu- 
tion. 


Saying the best way to settle conflicts 


is to reach a solution in which "everyone 
is a winner," Reifler suggested the pairs 
hopelessly locked in debate spend part of 
the time in one place and part in anoth- 
er. 


THE MEMBERS OF the audience also 


. tried some physical exercises the leaders 
said could demonstrate several aspects 


of the participants' Interaction with oth- 
ers. 


For example, in one exercise one part- 


ner was asked to lean on the other shoul- 
der-to-shoulder until one of the two called 
"enough." The partners then switched 
roles. 


The exercise, Reifler said, could be in- 


terpreted as an indication of the domi- 
nant partner in a relationship, or who 
generally "leans" more on whom In 
stress situations. 


After trying the exercise, a woman and 


her young daughter agreed that Relf- 
fler's idea proved true. 


"We leaned one each other about the 


same," the girl said. "That's pretty good 
—I'd say we usually support each oth- 
er."

Officials hit airport annex statements

Two Wheeling officials have criticized 


Plan Comr. Gilbert Monoson for recent 
statements he made about the possibility 
of annexing Palwaukee Airport and other 
areas near the village. 


The two officials,- Plan Commission 


Chairman Herbert Lorti and William Ro- 
gers, chairman, of the Palwaukee Steer- 
ing Committee, leveled the criticism. 


Lortz said he believes Monoson 'has 


presented himself as the "official voice" 
of the plan commission without the prop- 
er direction of other officials. 


About two weeks iago, the plan com- 


mission called for a moratorium on fur- 
ther legal action by the village against 
Palwaukee Airport until a meeting can 
be arranged with village officials and 
airport owner George Priester. 


Commission members, in recommend- 


ing the action to the village board, said it 


would ease tension between the two sides 
and create a better atmosphere for dis- 
cussing possible annexation of the air- 
port. 
' 


BEFORE THE COMMISSION'S recom- 


mendation was read into the village 
board record Oct. 14, Monoson made a 
public statement to the village board. 


Without mentioning Monoson by name, 


Lortz said, "The plan commission mem- 
ber started out speaking as an individ- 
ual. Before long, however, I as well as 
others' had the unmistakable impression 
that he was speaking for the plan com- 
mission as a whole. 


"No single member or group of mem- 


bers have the authority to represent 
themselves as an official of this commis- 
sion or village to anyone without the 
proper direction of either the board of 
trustees tr appoval of the plan commis- 
sion," Lortz said. 


LORTZ FURTHER criticized Monoson 


for statements to the village board con- 
cerning the annexation of the Chevy 
Chase and Arlington Country Clubs. 
Monoson told the board he had contacted 
the owners of both and discussed the pos- 
sibility of arranging a meeting with the 
village. 


"The two country clubs were not the 


subject matter of the commission's letter 
and' were not the subject matter ap- 
proved by the vote of the plan commis- 
sion," Lortz said. 


"Our function is to serve the village 


board and the citizens of Wheeling," 
Lortz continued. "It is not to use the 
commission for a political bandwagon." 


IN AN OBVIOUS reference to Mono- 


son, Rogers said a member of the plan 
commission has erroneously indicated in 
recent statements that the legal action 
against the airport is somehow related to 


annexation of the airport by the village.- 


"Such statements are unfortunate and 


irresponsible in that they confuse the 
purpose of the legal action and diminish 
the efforts of our citizens to achieve for 
themselves and the community the sam* 
safety criteria that is given to any other 
communities located near an airport,'.' 
Rogers said. 


For several years Wheeling and Cook 


County have been involved in a legal 
battle with Palwaukee over safety stan- 
dards at the airport. 


Monoson did not attend Thursday 


night's meeting. He could not be reached 
for comment Friday. 


In recent weeks, Monoson has strongly 


advocated the village become more ag- 
gressive In annexing adjacent properties; 
He is particularly interested in making 
the airport and two country clubs part of 
Wheeling.

Infant killed in accident 


A 14-monttvold Arlington Heights girl 


died Saturday after her mother acciden- 
tally backed over the child with the fami- 
ly car. 


Christina Londwer, 2332 Lafayette, 


died in Northwest Community Hospital 
less than on hour after she was rushed 
there by her parents and Arlington 
Heights Fire Dcpt. paramedics. 


Police said Christina's father, Donald, 


33, had parked the car in the driveway 
after using It for some errands. The child 
apparently was directly behind the car 


when her mother, Susan, came out of the 
house and started it, police said. 


Mrs. Landwer told police she looked 


behind the car, but did not see Christina. 


Mrs. Landwer drove to the hospital 


while her husband gave mouth-to-mouth 
resuscitation to Christina. On the way to 
Northwest Community Hospital, the 
Landwen flagged down a passing para- 
medic ambulance and the Injured child 
was transferred to it. 


Christina was reportedly alive when 


she reached the hospital, but died a short 
time later of massive injuries.

same place, the saying goes, but a group 
of Arlington Heights residents in the 400 
blocks of south Dunton and Vail avenues 
says it strikes five or six times in the 
' same place, and they'd like to know why. 


Twenty-one families sent a letter to 


John Nasslkas of the Federal Power 
Commission last week demanding an In- 
vestigation into unexplalnable power-line 
breakages and high lightning incidences 
in their neighborhood. 


Arlcne Sherman, 414 S. Dunton, said 


live electrical wires have broken and 
fallen to the ground during calm after- 
noons on two occasions. "Since May 1970, 
this block has been subjected to at least 
five or six incidents of being struck by 
lightning. One of those times two garages 
were set on fire, one at 415 S. Vail and 
the other at 414 S. Dunton," her letter 
reads. 


Although Commonwealth Edison Co. 


repaired the broken lines, Mrs. Sherman 
and her neighbors suspect faulty outdoor 
wiring installed in 1970 may be the cause 
of the wire breakage and possible light- 
ning attraction. 


EDISON OFFICIALS at the central of- 


fice in Chicago and the district office in 
Mount Prospect said they had not re- 
ceived copies of the letter. Jack Step- 
hens, district superintendent at the 
Mount Prospect office, said he would 
trace the complaints in service files and 


begin an investigation of power line 
breakages. 


Fire Chief John Hayden said he was 


not aware of a problem in the area and 
would Investigate it. 


The fire department answered calls 


when power lines broke and when light- 
ning started two garage fires, Mrs. Sher- 
man said. Mrs. Sherman also said power 
failures are frequent in her neighbor- 
hood. 


"Whenever the power goes out in Ar- 


lington Heights, it goes out here," she 
said. 


Nancy Sullivan, 410 S. Dunton, said she 


and her neighbors have lost electrical 
power three times this year. On at least 
one occasion, there was no storm or 
heavy wind to explain the outage, she 
said. Each time, power was lost for four 
to five hours. Edison never gave an ex- 
planation for the blackouts, she said. 


WHILE THE POWER-line breakages 


and outages have residents concerned, 
the strange frequency of lightning at- 
tacks has unnerved the neighborhood, 
Mrs. Sherman said. 


A lightning authority says occurrences 


of the lightning are strictly coincidental. 
Robert Harger of Harger Lightning Pro- 
tection, Inc., Libertyville, said lightning 
is drawn to buildings, trees, people and 
other objects Lightning strikes when at- 
mospheric conditions are right, he said, 
and does not always strike the highest 
object in the area. But there is nothing in 


houses, trees, or people that attracts 
lightning so it returns, he said. 


Harger and Hayden both mentioned a 


storm two years ago in which six homes 
In the Burr Oak and Windsor Drive area 
were struck by lightning. When a farm 
was on that property, only six farm 
buildings were potential targets. Now 
that the area is built up with several 
hundred homes, Harger said there are 
just that many more targets for lightning 
to strike. 


Stephens said -all homes in the village 


are grounded through the village's water 
system, in compliance with national fire 
codes. 
Imperial Inventors to 
appear in court Nov. 4

A Circuit Court judge has set Nov. 4 as 


the date for a pretrial hearing on a suit 
charging violation of the state Consumer 
Fraud and Deceptive Practice Act and 
asking that Imperial Inventors Inter- 
national Inc. be permanently barred 
from doing business. 


Judge Francis Delaney ordered the 


hearing after denying a request from Illi- 
nois Atty. Gen. William J. Scott that a 
temporary injunction be issued against 
the Des Plaines firm, which claims to 
offer marketing assistance to Inventors. 


The firm was the topic of a Herald in- 


vestigation in 1973 which prompted the 
state charges and led to the indictment 
of six employes on federal mail fraud 
charges. 


While denying the temporary In- 


junction, Delaney said "the business bet- 
ter be cleaned up and cleaned up fast." 


THE JUDGE SAID the only reason he 


did not grant the injunction against the 
company, which has been accused of tak- 
ing more $1 million from 3,000 persons, 
was based on the economy. 


"The only reason I'm not granting that 


injunction now Is because of the econom- 
ic situation, and.I don't want to put a lot 
of people out of work at one sweep." 


Delaney announced his decision after 


hearing evidence for nearly nine months. 


A spokesman for Scott's Consumer 


Fraud and Protection Division said Dela- 
ney's decision Is being studied and may 
be appealed. No decision is expected un- 
til early next month. 


The court transcript containing the 


judge's ruling warns that Imperial would 
have to make major changes in Its busi- 
ness operation or face being put out of 
business permanently. 


A SPOKESMAN for U.S. Atty. James 


R. Thompson said a progress report on 
the federal criminal charges against the 
Imperial executives is set for Thursday. 
No date for the trial has been set as yet. 
The case has been delayed several times 
because of the Illness of U.S. District 
Court Judge Richard McLaren. 


While the legal proceedings against 


Imperial, 2250 Devon Ave., continue, of- 
ficials of the company have established

Although the Congressman 
said he has no new Information about Tc- 
ruggl's death, which occurred In the af- 
termath of the overthrow of Marxist 
President Salvador Allcndc, Young said 
he would follow up lends supplied to him 
by the Tcruggi family and government 
officials. 


"If I run Into the same blind alleys 


that Mr. Tcruggi did, I will press for the 
Chilean government to accept responsi- 
bilities," Young said. 


Ho added that If no new Information 


results, "there are certain pressures that 
can be brought to boar on the Chilean 


government." The United States has giv- 
en millions of dollars in economic and 
military old to the military junta that led 
the coup d'etat that ousted Allende in 
September 1073. 


Young said he also would press for a 


reparation payment to the Tcruggi fami- 
ly."I also would urge the state depart- 
mcnt to put their full weight required be- 
hind this matter," Young said.

peared mlth Young at the press confer- 
ence. He sold there have been a number 
of Inconsistencies concerning Information 
supplied about his son't death and said 
recent reports of Central Intelligence 
Agency Involvement in Allcnde's over- 
throw have further clouded the situation.

Imperial Inventors in court Nov. 4 


by STEVE BROWN 


A Circuit Court judge has set Nov. 4 as 


the date for a pro trial hearing on a suit 
charging violation of the state Consumer 
Fraud and Deceptive Practice Act and 
asking that Imperial Inventors Inter- 
national Inc. be permanently barred 
from doing business. 


Judge Francis Delaney ordered the 


hearing after denying a request from Illi- 
nois Atty. Gen. William J. Scott that a 
temporary injunction be issued against 
the DCS Plaines firm, which claims to 
offer marketing assistance to inventors. 


The firm was the topic of a Herald in- 


vestigation in 1073 which prompted the 
state charges and led to the indictment 
of six employes on federal mail fraud 
charges. 


While denying the temporary in- 


junction, Delaney said "the business bet- 
ter be cleaned up and cleaned up fast." 


THE JUDGE SAID the only reason he 


did not grant the Injunction against the 
company, which has been accused of tak- 
ing more $1 million from 3,000 persons, 
was based on the economy. 


"The only reason I'm not granting that 


injunction now is because of the econom- 
ic situation, and I don't want to put a lot 
of people out of work at one sweep." 


Delaney announced his decision after 


hearing evidence for nearly nine months. 


A spokesman for Scott's Consumer 


Fraud and Protection Division said Dela- 
ney's decision is being studied and may 
be appealed. No decision is expected un- 
til early next month. 


The court transcript containing the 


judge's ruling warns that Imperial would 
have to make major changes in its busi- 
ness operation or face being put out of 
business permanently. 


A SPOKESMAN for U.S. Atty. James 


R. Thompson said a progress report on 
the federal criminal charges against the 
Imperial executives is set for Thursday.

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Fantasy conflicts help solve many real life problems

Imagine being granted a year's leave 


of absence from your job with full salary 
pita all expenses paid for yourself and 
one other person. The only catch: The 
dream vacation must be spent in the red- 
wood forests of California, on a Carib- 
bean island or In bustling London. 


The decision could be difficult for an 


outdooraman married to a luxury-loving 
nun worshiper, but the fantasy conflict 
might not be much harder to resolve 
than a lot of real life problems many 
couples face nearly every day. 


A group of about 00 persons took on the 


task of working out plans for the dream 
vacation in an exercise as part of a pro- 
gram sponsored lost week by the Elk 
Grovc-Schaumburg Townships Mental 
Health Center. 


The Intent of the program, the first in 


a scries of community education sessions 
offered by the center this fall, was to 
help participants sharpen skills for han- 
dling conflicts that arise not only be- 
tween husband and wife, but also be- 
tween employe and boss, worker and co- 
worker, friend and friend. 


Members of the audience included 


married couples and singles, ranging 
from teen-agers to senior citizens. 


THE FIRST PART of the session was 


devoted to an evaluation of commu- 
nication skills. In a questionnaire, mem- 
bers of the audience were asked to rate 
their own abilities, for example, in ex- 
pressing emotion, handling tension and 
disappointment and understanding oth- 
ers. 


The questionnaire was designed to 


heighten the participants' awareness of 
some factors that come Into play when 
persons are confronted with tense situ- 
ations. 


AFTER PAIRING OFF to discuss re- 


sults of tjie questionnaires, participants 
were asked to offer suggestions for Im- 
proving particular skills. 


Leaders of the program, Diane and 


Ron Relfler of the Oasis Midwest Center 
for Human Potential, Chicago, explained 
their reasons far making the session as 
"experiential" encounter rather than a 
strictly informational meeting. 


"I could stand up here and lecture to 


you about conflicts and the problem's in- 
volved," Reifler told the group, "but 
Diane and I don't do that because we feel, 
people learn more by doing., It's a 
chance for people to see their own behav- 


ior and get some feedback or see them- 
selves as others do." 


RESOLVING CONFLICTS on where 


and how to spend the dream vacation in 
that exercise was an opportunity for 
partners to put into practice what was 
learned in discussing the questionnaire. 


After allowing pairs to discuss plans 


for several minutes, Reifler offered what 
might be considered a "cop-out" solu- 
tion. 


Saying the best way to settle conflicts 


Is to reach a solution in which "everyone 
is a winner," Reifler suggested the pairs 
hopelessly locked In debate spend part of 
the time in one place and part in' anoth- 
er. 


THE MEMBERS OF the audience also 


, tried some physical exercises the leaders 
said could demonstrate several aspects 


of the participants' interaction with oth- 
ers. 


For example, in one exercise one part- 


ner was asked to lean on the other shoul- 
der-to-shoulder until one of the two called 
"enough." The partners then switched 
roles. 


The exercise, Reifler said, could be in- 


terpreted as an indication of the domi- 
nant partner in a relationship, or who 
generally "leans" more on whom in 
stress situations. 


After trying the exercise, a woman and 


her young daughter agreed that Reif- 
fler's idea proved true. 


"We leaned one each other about the 


same," the girl said. "That's pretty good 
—I'd say we usually support each oth- 
er."

For Barbara Ochl, lunch program di- 


rector for River Trails Dlst. 20, It's a 
dally occurrence. 


Mrs. Ochl's duties range from purchas- 


ing food for the program to supervising 
distribution of the lunches to the tils- 
It let's seven schools and a neighboring 
parochial school. Tito meals are pre- 
pared in a central kitchen at River 
Trails Junior High School. 


THE DISTRICT'S prepackaged lunch 


program Is unique to the area, Mrs. Ochl 
said, noting that the program Is more 
economical than Installing kitchens In 
each school. 


"Wo don't hove to equip or staff each 


school — everything operates at a lower 
cost," she said. 


Lunches — consisting of a cold pack 


(fruit, Jcllo, cookies, etc.) and a hot pack 
(hamburger, turkey and other main 
courses) — are prepared In tho mornings 
at tho kitchen. The meals arc then dis- 
tributed to schools where tho hot packs 
are warmed up in ovens. 


"We try to mako meals as fresh as we 


can. Wo prepare tho hot packs the day 
before but cold pocks arc always assem- 
bled In the morning," she said. "There 
are drawbacks because it's not as fresh 
as straight from the oven but we think it 
works well." 


L I K E O T H E R lunch program 


directors, Mrs. Oehl must contend with 
the often finicky tastes of children. 


"The number of children buying lunch 


varies with the menu," she said. "On the 
days we have pizza, we might have 2,000 
kids. On other days, wo might only havo 
900." 


Mrs. Ochl tries to anticipate the de- 


mand for meals but said that she's never 
sure how many children will bo buying 
hot lunches until mldmornlng. 


"Wo rarely hove any leftovers — we 


usually sell anything extra to the junior 
high kids," sho said. "Last week we had 
too extra hamburgers — by the end of 
lunch we only had one left." 


Stocking tho kitchen is another prob- 


lem faced by Mrs. Oehl, who has to con- 
tend with salesmen pushing "specials" 
as well ns late deliveries of government 
commodities. 


"I SEE 15 salesmen a week. Some- 


times they try to push an item that's 
popular in another district but wouldn't 
go over here," she said. "Some kids 
might like chill in another district but 
our kids don't. I never buy anything the 
kids don't like." 


Surplus foodstuffs — given to the dis- 


trict by the federal government — also 
cause problems for the lunch program 
director. 


"Our September delivery and October 


delivery came within two weeks of each 
other — it's Incredible how full the freez- 
er is," she said. "I'm frantically trying 
to plan tho next month's menu around 
the stuff in the freezer." 


Despite the minor crisis that occasion- 


ally crops up, Mrs. Oehl manages to turn, 
out doily lunches with a minimum of 
confusion. She smiles wryly, however, 
when she recalls how a deliveryman's 
accident put an end to a hard morning's 
work. 


"It was the man's first day on the Job 


and he spilled all the lunches at one of 
the schools," she-said. "The poor man 
never came back."

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Slow economy 
blamed for 
rise in thefts 


A troubled economy may bo the reason 


for Schaumburg's recent rise in thefts 
and burglaries, sold Police Chief Martin 
Conroy. 


Conroy pointed out that many of the 


thefts and burglaries have been minor, 
which leads him to believe that "aver- 
age" people, worried about personal fi- 
nances, rather than "organized" crimi- 
nals, arc adding to crime totals in the 
village. 


Increases In burglary, theft and rob- 


bery during the first nlno months of 1974 
almost make up the total Increase for 
serious crimes during the same time 
span — from 1,1110 in 1073 to 1,607 in 
1074. 


IN THE FIRST nine months, burglar- 


ies totaled 212 in 1074 and 123 In 1073. 
Thefts for the same period have risen 
from 589 in 1073 to 890 in 1074, and rob- 
beries from four to 11 in 1074. 


However, many of the burglaries were 


of the 110 to $15 valuo variety. Although 
the deportment does not keep a statistic- 
al breakdown on thefts, small shoplifting 
Incidents and minor pilfering from con- 
struction sites have been the surge in the 
Increase, authorities said. Most of the 
robberies, which Include an attempted 
robbery, wore under $100. 


"Once again, it's my personal feeling 


that the economy has an effect on the 
shopping centers," Conroy said in an In- 
terview.

The figure Is important be- 
cause income tax and motor fuel tax re- 
bates to the village are based on popu- 
lation. 


The village is paying about $12,000 for 


the census. 


Persons who have not been counted 


should contact the village hall for a form 
to ensure they are included in the census 
results.

The Schaumburg Saxons will wait until 


Friday to take the wraps off tholr offen- 
sive surprise package — whatever it 
maybe. 


Saturday afternoon In Schaumburg, 


coach Bob Ferguson's boys didn't need to 
show much of an attack In defeating Co- 
nant 20-8, in the final regularly scheduled 
game of the season. The Saxons meet 
Horsey In the Mid-Suburban League Su- 
per Bowl on Friday. 


But Ferguson would have had a hard 


time concealing the Saxons' aggressive 
defense, led by Scott Scholz, Bob Jones, 
Tom Martlno, and Don Clarke. The 
Schaumburg stoppers held the Cougars 
to 165 total yards and justonc flrst down 
In the first half. 


"We didn't open up on offense." said 


Ferguson after the game. "Everybody 
knows we run an option, but we played It 
conservative. We wanted to keep people 
from getting Injured." 


So junior quarterback Russ Zonca, an 


all-conference candidate, ran the ball 
only five times for 27 yards. And fullback 
Martino carried just five times for 24 
yards. 


Bach time the Saxons scored It was 


courtesy of the defense. Twice, Conant 
turnovers gave Schaumburg the ball 
deep in Cougar territory. A third time, 
defensive back Clarke returned an inter- 
ception for 23 yards and a score. 


"All our drives were stopped by penal- 


ties or turnovers," said Conant head 
coach Ralph Losec. "We played good 
basic foorball, but something always 


stopped us. Schaumburg was disciplined 
enough to wait for the breaks and then 
they capitalized on them." 


The gome was still scoreless with two 


minutes left In the tint half when Bob 
Borciak faded back from his own eight- 
yard line and tossed an Interception Into 
the arms of Clarke at the Conant 17. The 
pass had been tipped by Linebacker Mar* 
Uno. 


From the 17, Conant pushed the Saxons 


back to the 25-yard line, but on fourth 
down Zonca went back Into the pocket 
and located tight end Kevin Kristlck near 
the right sideline at the five. Jhe 200- 
pound senior grabbed the pass and side- 
stepped a defender on his way into the 
end zone. Roger Blvcr added the kick 
and Schaumburg had a 7-0 intermission 
lead. 


"Wo were very leery about going to 


the air," said Ferguson, "but we had to 
loosen things up a little. Kristick was 
wide open all day." 


Schaumburg added another touchdown 


in the third quarter after Bob Vlviano 
pounced on a Conant fumble at the Cou- 
gar 31. On a thlrd-nnd-scvcn call, Zonca 
hit Jeff Bojl with a quick look-in pass for 
11 yards and a first down. Then Zonca 
pitched to halfback Scott Mielke on the 
option to the left and the speedy junior 
raced down the sideline for the score. 


With lens than six minutes left In the 


game, Clarke nabbed his second inter- 
ception of a Borczok pass and romped In 
for the touchdown. The Cougar slgnalcal- 
ler was hammered hard on the play by 
tnckle Bob Jones.

Conant ruined the Saxons' shutout bid 


when Borczak and his mates fashioned a 
70-yard drive, capped by Jim Allen's one- 
yard scoring plunge with 10:57 remaining 
in the contest. The series took 13'plays 
and was highlighted by big ground gains 
for Allen and Steve Stompanato and a 
crucial 18-yard keeper by Borczak on 
fourth down from the 19. 


With plenty of time remaining and the 


score 14-6 at that point, Ferguson played 
his ace. He put 230-pound tackle Ken 
Jaffke Into the defensive lineup and the 
big senior responded 
with several 


crunching stops despite a nagging leg in- 
jury. 


"We were trying to keep him out of the 


game," said the Saxon coach, who rested 
Jaffke as much -as possible on offense 
and defense. 


The Cougars ended the season at 2-6, a 


poor record on the whole, but the cur- 
tain-closer pleased Losee in many ways. 


"If we had won this game we could 


have proved that'we were a better ball 
club than our record shows," said the 
Conant coach. "As It is, I still believe 
we're better than the record. You know, 
we were in every game but one this 
year.

The Cougars got 48 yards rushing from 


Allen, 43 from Stompanato, and 33 from 
Borczak.

said he didn't know what to say to his 
players after his Wildcats beat Fremd 
18-16 Friday night.

on the ground, rushing for 163 yards. In 
the air, however, the Wildcats were shut 
out for no yards net passing. 


"We like to run until the other team

Liljeberg tried every trick in the book

"We also gambled a lot on defense

afternoon at Maine East, and when he 
got there, quite reluctantly, he adjusted 
his lucky hat on top of his head and 
smiled for the photographer. 


The Fremd harriers have been in the 


state cross country picture before, and 
after their performance in the sectionals 
at Maine East, the Vikings must be rated 


among the favorites to capture the Illi- 
nois state championship on Saturday in 
Peoria. 


Menely's scuffed white hat once again 


brought luck to the Vikings, who zipped 
around the flat 2 8-mile course for a first- 
place total of 33 points, comfortably 
ahead of the runnerup Maine East hosts 
(91) and Waukegan (124), who also quali- 
fied for the state meet next week. 


Six independent runners managed to 


qualify also, Including the winner, Steve 


Chaplin of Glcnbrook South (13:3.1). and 
Cnnont's Mark Kaufman, who finished 
seventh. Lake Forest's sensational duo of 
Ken Caldwell and Ricky Harris also 
made the state runoffs by coming home 
in second and third respectively, as did 
Maine West's Joe Paul, who took ninth. 


For Fremd it was a totally successful 


day. Wil Fieldhouse, John Filosa, and 
Paul Kinyon finished 4-5-6, Jim Gabs 
was 13th, and Dan Tischler was 22nd. Af- 
ter the individual runners were sub- 


tracted from the scoring, Fremd's total 
was 33. 


"Nobody expected our kids to be up 


there that close," said Menely after he 
watched Fieldhouse and Kinyon maintain 
a lead for the first two miles. "It was 
their idea to help the fourth and fifth 
men. They told me about it later." 


Maine West (155) and Conant (160) fin- 


ished fourth and fifth. Both suffered from 
the performances of their fourth and fifth

Look to the future, the wise man said, 


and Arlington coach Chuck Halncs will 
follow the sage's advice. 


So, too, will Horsey coach Joe Gliwa, 


after the Arlington griddcrs upset Her- 
soy, 13-7, in a chilly, Friday night en- 
counter on the Cardinals' home turf. 


Both coaches have lots to look forward 


to In the coming football wars. For 
Halncs, however, it wilt have to wait un- 
til 1075. Arlington's season Is finished — 
It closed on a bright note Friday as a 
rugged defense and a couple opportunis- 
tic scoring strikes sidetracked Gllwa's 
Super Bowl-bound Huskies. 


"We've got a really young ball club," 


Halnes said after the win. "We've got six 
sophomores out there." 


One of those sophs. Tom North, snared 


two key pastes In the first half. One re- 
ception went for a 23-yard touchdown 
and the other, good for 31 yards, set up 
thp Cards' second TD. 


"The kids knew we could beat them," 


said Halncs. "They knew it all week — 
they really did." 


For Gliwa, whose Huskies lost for the 


first time in the past 15 Mid-Suburban 
League games, it's wait until next week. 
On Friday Horsey faces Schaumburg for 
the MSL title. 


"Wo sure know what wo have to do In 


practice," sold the Husklc coach. "We 
dropped a lot of passes out there and we 
didn't generate any offense In the first 
half. But Arlington outplayed us — they 
played a helluva game. 


"Believe me, we wanted to win this 


game," Gliwa continued. "We come out 
to hit hard, but they hit harder. We want- 
ed to win tonight, but next week is a 
more important game."

lified the score. On third down from the 
Horsey 25, though, Arlington's junior 
quarterback Matt Shaughncssy (lipped to 
Ycazcl In the backflcld and Ycazcl found 
North wide open inside the 10. North beat 
his defender and scampered Into the end 
zone. 


Horsey played high-risk football again 


the next time they got the ball. On fourth 
down from their own 35, the Huskies 
tried the fake punt with Jeff Korstor run- 
ning the boll. Forstcr. who was the 
game's loading runner for the night with 
90 yards, failed to get the five ho needed 
for the first down and Arlington had pos- 
session. 


On another key third-down call from

culminated the season with an out- 
standing (1-2 record. 


Remember, this was a school that 


didn't win a game in 1973. 


For a team that won't receive any 


post-season playoff spots, a team that 
won't even be in the conference cham- 
pionship, Coach Dave Kecfe's Knights 
looked like one of the best football teams 
in the entire area. 


They proved that to Elk Grove the first 


time they had the ball on the Grenadier 
Homecoming night. 


Elk Grove head coach Don Schnake 


had called Prospect the best team in the 
division prior to the game. Their first 
drive proved that at least their rushing 
attack was one of the best. 


Only a five yard penalty on the first 


piny stopped the Knights as they ram- 
bled 73 yards through the Gren defense 


for their first touchdown with some su- 
perb blocking in the forward wall. 


Quarterback Mike Quadc went to the 


air only twice and completed one pass to 
Jay Loos for 10 yards. He contented him- 
self instead with presenting the ball to a 
trio of excellent running backs, Keith 
Mason, Jack Devcro and Loos, then step- 
ping away and watching the fireworks as 
the line charged out. 


Mason was especially volatile. A 200 


pound junior, Mason carried the ball two 
dozen times for 112 yards in the game. 
And there were times when it appeared 
he was being ridden by all 11 Elk Grove 
defenders and still remaining on his feet. 
A fast man to the hole, Mason's 21 yard 
run was the ace of the first drive.

But everybody did a 
helluva job out there tonight. Mason real- 
ly took up the slack." 


The Prospect defense, meanwhile, was 


hammering an Elk Grove offense that 
was as riddled as the defense. A thin 
squad to begin with, Elk Grove was 
missing four starters, including Tom 
Maltnowski and Paul Gulliksen. 


Since nearly everybody with any talent 


plays both offense and defense at Elk 
Grove the loss of four starters was doub- 
ly painful. 


Running back John Willard was aver- 


aging a hair over six yards a shot going 
into this game, with the most yardage 
gained on the ground of any player in the 
conference.

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Judge throws 
out lawsuit 
against city 


A lawsuit against the City of Rolling 


Meadows has been dismissed by Circuit 
Court Judge Arthur L. Dunne, who ruled 
John Kretschmar's application for a sub* 
division did not meet requirements of 
city and state law. 


But Rolling Meadows apparently has 


not heard Its last from Kretschmar. 
Howard C. Emmcrman, Krctschmar's 
attorney, said Friday ho and Kretschmar 
will meet soon to decide whether to ap- 
peal Dunne's decision or roapply with the 
city. A new application could bo basical- 
ly the Mmo as the one the city already 
has denied twice, which provided for sev- 
eral small commercial developments on 
Kretschmar's seven acres at Golf and Al- 
gonquin roads or It could be different, 
Em merman sold. 


"Obviously, we arc not finished," Em- 


merman said. "Wo are going to have to 
make some decisions," ho said. 


THE ALDERMEN FIRST denied 


Krctschmar's petition last spring after 
plan commissioners had recommended 
approval. The aldermen said they did not 
favor splitting the property in small com- 
mercial sites which might require sepa- 
rate driveways on Golf and Algonquin 
roads. 
i 


Traffic already is congested, and curb 


cuts for multiple driveways would only 
Increase that problem, they said. The 
city suggested Krotschmar devise a plan 
for a unified commercial development. 


Kretschmar then filed the suit which 


Dunne dismissed Friday. The judge ear- 
lier ordered the city to present reasons 
which might convince him not to order 
approval of Krctschmar's plan, and new 
plan commission and city council hear- 
ings were held. The plan commission 
again recommended approval, but last 
week the city council voted a second 
time to refuse the project. 


KRETSCHMAR HAD failed to comply 


with state law requiring advisory study 
reports on new developments from the 
North Cook County Soil and Water Con- 
servation District. Ho also failed to pro- 
vide proper certification by a surveyor, 
and did not locate adjoining streets on 
his subdivision plat, both required under 
city ordinances. His plans showed no 
sidewalk, driveways, street lights or 
parkway trees, and no off-site con- 
nections to sanitary sewers. They also 
lacked Indications of storm sewer con- 
nections, and storm water retention 
and discharge systems, city officials 
said. 


The storm water control system was 


indicated on Krctschmar's topographical 
map, but it was not the same system 
shown on his engineering drawings. Pro- 
visions for utility casements were not in- 
dicated. 


EMMERMAN SAID he was retained 


by Kretschmar after the suit was filed, 
and did not know why the conservation

43 kindergarteners need physicals 


Forty-three kindergarten students will 


be excluded from classes in Palatine- 
Rolling Meadows Dlst. IS next week if 
thoy do not have physical examinations 
and immunizations required by law. 


Illinois law requires all students enter- 


ing kindergarten, fifth and ninth grades 
to have a physical and shots for measles, 
rubella, tetanus, dipthcrlo, poliomyelitis, 
pertussis, and whopping cough. 


As of Friday, 43 klndergartners had 


not met the requirement, said Lorita 


Langley, director of pupil personnel ser- 
vices in Dlst. 15. If the students don't 
meet the requirement by Nov. 4 they will 
not be allowed to attend school, she said. 


The number of students who had not 


met the requirement was reduced from 
326 kindergarten students six weeks ago. 


THE MEDICAL requirement has been 


part of Illinois law for several years 
but enforcement of the law is being push- 
ed this year by County Schools Supt. 
Richard Martwick. The county office is 


making spot inspections of schools to 
make sure students have had phsyicals 
and Immunizations. 


It is the responsibility of the local 


board of education to make policies call- 
ing for the exclusion of students who 
have not met the requirement, said Don- 
ald Nle, a Martwick aide. 


Nie said it is legal for a school to ex- 


clude students for not meeting the health 
requirement. He cited an opinion by Illi- 


nois Atty. Gen. William Scott last Febru- 
ary which says the state's compulsory 
attendance law does not overrule the 
medical requirement. 


The requirement has not been met 


by some families in Dist. 15 because of 
the cost of the doctor's visit and immuni- 
zations, Mrs. Langley said. Free immu- 
nizations are available through the Cook 
County Dept. of Public Health, she said, 
and school nurses are helping families 
arrange for doctor's examinations. 


Residents plagued by lightning strikes

Lightning never strikes twice in the 


same place, the saying goes, but a group 
of Arlington Heights residents in the 400 
blocks of south Dunton and Vail avenues 
says it strikes five or six times in the 
same place, and they'd like to know why. 


Twenty-one families sent a letter to 


John Nasslkas of the Federal Power 
Commission last week demanding an in- 
vestigation into uncxplainable power-line 
breakages and high lightning incidences 
in their neighborhood. 


Arlene Sherman, 414 S. Dunton, said 


live electrical wires have broken and 
fallen to the ground during calm after- 
noons on two occasions. "Since May 1970, 
this block has been subjected to at least 
five or six incidents of being struck by 
lightning. One of those times two garages 
were set on fire, one at 415 S. Vail and 


the other at 414 S. Dunton," her letter 
reads. 


Although Commonwealth Edison Co. 


repaired the broken lines, Mrs. Sherman 
and her neighbors suspect faulty outdoor 
wiring installed in 1970 may be the cause 
of the wire breakage and possible light- 
ning attraction. 


EDISON OFFICIALS at the central of- 


fice in Chicago and the district office in 
Mount Prospect said they had not re- 
ceived copies of the letter. Jack Step- 
hens, district superintendent at the 
Mount Prospect office, said he would 
trace the complaints in service files and 
begin an investigation of power line 
breakages. 


Fire Chief John Hayden said he was 


not aware of a problem in the area and 
would Investigate It. 


The fire department answered calls 


when power lines broke and when light- 


ning started two garage fires, Mrs. Sher- 
man said. Mrs. Sherman also said power 
failures are frequent in her neighbor- 
hood. 


"Whenever the power goes out in Ar- 


lington Heights, it goes out here," she 
said. 


Nancy Sullivan, 410 S. Dunton, said she 


and her neighbors have lost electrical 
power three times this year. On at least 
one occasion, there was no storm or 
heavy wind to explain the outage, she 
said. Each time, power was lost for four 
to five hours. Edison never gave an ex- 
planation for the blackouts, she said. 


WHILE THE POWER-line breakages 


and outages have residents concerned, 
the strange frequency of lightning at- 
tacks has unnerved the neighborhood, 
Mrs. Sherman said. 


A lightning authority says occurrences 


of the lightning are strictly coincidental. 
Robert Harger of Harger Lightning Pro- 


tection, Inc., Libertyvllle, said lightning 
is drawn to buildings, trees, people and 
other objects Lightning strikes when at- 
mospheric conditions are right, he said, 
and does not always strike the highest 
object in the area. But there is nothing In 
houses, trees, or people that attracts 
lightning so it returns, he said. 


Harger and Hayden both mentioned a 


storm two years ago in which six homes 
in the Burr Oak and Windsor Drive area 
were struck by lightning. When a farm 
was on that property, only six farm 
buildings were potential targets. Now 
that the area is built up with several 
hundred homes, Harger said there are 
just that many more targets for lightning 
to strike. 


Stephens said all homes in the village 


are grounded through the village's water 
system, in compliance with national fire 
codes. 


Fantasy conflicts help solve many real life problems

Imagine being granted a year's leave 


of absence from your job with full salary 
plus all expenses paid for yourself and 
one other person. The only catch: The 
dream vacation must be spent In the red- 
wood forests of California, on a Carib- 
bean Island or in bustling London. 


The decision could be difficult for an 


outdoorsman married to a luxury-loving 
sun worshiper, but the fantasy conflict 
might not bo much harder to resolve 
than a lot of real life problems many 
couples face nearly every day. 


A group of about 00 persons look on the 


task of working out plans for the dream 
vacation In an exercise as part of a pro- 
gram sponsored last week by the Elk 
Grovc-Schaumburg Townships Mental 
Health Center. 


The Intent of the program, the first In 


a scries of community education sessions 
offered by the center this fall, was to 
help participants sharpen skills for han- 
dling conflicts that arise not only be- 
tween husband and wife, but also be- 
tween employe and boss, worker and co- 
worker, friend and friend. 


Members of the audience included 


married couples and singles, ranging 
from teen-agers to senior citizens. 


THE FIRST PART of the session was 


devoted to an evaluation of commu- 
nication skills. In a questionnaire, mem- 
bers of the audience were asked to rate 
their own abilities, for example, in ex- 
pressing emotion, handling tension and 
disappointment and understanding oth- 
ers. 


The questionnaire was designed to 


heighten the participants' awareness of 
some factors that come into play when 
persons are confronted with tense situ- 
ations. 


AFTER PAIRING OFF to discuss re- 


sults of the questionnaires, participants 
were asked to offer suggestions for Im- 
proving particular skills. 


Leaders of the program, Diane and 


Ron Relfler of the Oasis Midwest Center 
for Human Potential, Chicago, explained 
their reasons for making the session as 
"experiential" encounter rather than a 
strictly informational meeting. 


"I could stand up here and lecture to 


you about conflicts and the problems In- 
volved," Relfler told the group, "but 
Diane and I don't do that because we feel 
people learn more by doing. It's a 
chance for people to see their own behav- 


ior and get some feedback or see them- 
selves as others do." 


RESOLVING CONFLICTS on where 


and how to spend the dream vacation in 
that exercise was an opportunity for 
partners to put into practice what was 
learned in discussing the questionnaire. 


After allowing pairs to discuss plans 


for several minutes, Relfler offered what 
might be considered a "cop-out" solu- 
tion. 


Saying the best way to settle conflicts 


is to reach a solution hi which "everyone 
Is a winner," Relfler suggested the pairs 
hopelessly locked in debate spend part of 
the time in one place and part In anoth- 
er. 


THE MEMBERS OF the audience also 


tried some physical exercises the leaders 
said could demonstrate several-aspects 


of the participants' interaction with oth- 
ers. 


For example, in one exercise one part- 


ner was asked to lean on the other shoul- 
der-to-shoulder until one of the two called 
"enough." The partners then switched 
roles. 


The exercise, Rcifler said, could be In- 


terpreted as an indication of the domi- 
nant partner in a relationship, or who 
generally "leans" more on whom in 
stress situations. 


After trying the exercise, a woman and 


her young daughter agreed that Reif- 
fler's idea proved true. 


"We leaned one each other about the 


same," the girl said. "That's pretty good 
—I'd say we usually support each oth- 
er."

Free Immu- 
nizations arc available through the Cook 
County Dept. of Public Health, she said, 
and school nurses are helping families 
arrange for doctor's examinations.

'Not a showplace' 
Patten home is landmark

For 76 years the Patten home has 


been a landmark of Palatine. 


The Victorian house at 117 N. Bent- 


on St. has been the residence of the 
Patten family since 1898, when it was 
built by Charles R. Patten, founder 
of the Palatine National Bank. His 
grandson, Charles R. Patten, Is the 
third generation to live in the home. 
His wife, Barbara, feels the house is 
"not a showplace, but a family 
home." 


"To' us this home Is filled with 


f a m i l y memories, like anyone's 
house would be — a place where our 
son had his friends over for parties, 
a place where the family reunited on 
holidays. To us, it's a home, not a 
museum," Mrs. Patten said. 


BUT INQUISITIVE residents re- 


gard it as an elegantly constructed 
home with a historic past and a mys- 
terious Interior. It took nearly a 
year to build the 15-room Patten 
home with wood from area groves 
and with metal supplied by local 
blacksmiths. 
Quarter-sawed 
oak 


trims every doorway and closet. The 
main oakwood staircase, leading to 
the second floor of five bedrooms, is 
constantly filled with sunlight that 
streams in through high windows at 
the stairway's midway landing. 


A large barn that housed the fami- 


ly horse and buggy and a windmill 
that provided power. to pump rain- 
water into the home's cisterns were 
torn down years ago. -However, no 
part of the home has been replaced 
or reconstructed since "Grandfather 
Patten" .built it, Mrs. Patten said. 
Only kitchen'and bathroom facilities 
have,been modernized, she said. 


J'We've been able to live comfort- 


ably in the home without changing 
the original conception of it," Mrs. 
Patten said. "We'live In every inch 
of the home, and we hope someday 
to pass the home on to our only son 
who, I think, will want to live here."

History touches downtown area 


There are several houses near 


downtown Palatine which are histori- 
cal showpieces. 


Some of the families who built the 


houses still live in them. Other 
homes have been converted to shops 
or offices in the sweep that com- 
mercialized the village's downtown 
area after 1945. 


People pass by these homes, many 


of which are 100 years old or more, 
and consider them a part of the vil- 
lage's natural "old-fashioned sur- 
roundings," said Florence Park- 
hurst, president of the Palatine His- 
torical Society. 


"Each home is not the same, and 


each has its own unique features that 
r e f l e c t the times when they 
were built," she said. 


The Historical Society has been at- 


tempting to collect pictures and In- 
formation relating to the original 


were installed in five of the home's 
fireplaces by Italian craftsmen re- 
main shiny and intact. A multi-color- 
ed, oval glass window near the front 
door has retained its tiffany sparkle 
after more than 100 years. Charles 
H. Patten had "a special affection" 
for the bullscye window that had 
been part of a small wooden house 
he lived in before ho built the present 


homes which still stand in the down- 
town area. 


"It seems that the only way we 


can piece together the history behind - 
these homes is by talking with the 
old timers in the village who remem- - 
bcr features and facts about them," ~ 
salic said.

IT IS DIFFICULT to find a spot on 


the high, narrow walls wide enough 
to hang a good-sized picture. The 
white plaster walls aro irregularly 
disrupted by curves and jutting sec- 
tions, closets, doorways and display 
niches. The only couch in the home 
sits against the only wall wide 
enough for it, which is In the sitting 
room. 


A dark and narrow wood stairway 


winds from the second floor to the 
third floor, where there is a small 
bedroom and another room with a 
multi-leveled floor. The room original- 
ly served as a billiard and games 
room for the Patten family, although 
long-time Palatine residents can re- 
member attending dances and par- 
tics there. 


MHS. 1'ATTKN SAID it was diffi- 


cult to decorate the house because 
the interior walls constantly curve 
and turn in all directions. She Inher- 
ited "rooms of various styled furni- 
ture" from her parents and the Pat- 
ten family. 


All the furniture In the Patten 


home Is where Mrs. Patten put it 
when she ami her husband moved 
Into it in 1948 "because there's been 
nowhere else to put it," she said. 


THE KUIINITURE is a blend of 


English. French, and Oriental styles. 
An English Adnnvstyled dining room 
set Is an American copy that Charles 


Patten's mother had ordered espe- 
cially for the dining room. 


A two-piece marble-top vanity set 


is in a small hallway on the third 
floor, and is offset by an old pitcher 
and washbowl set that has belonged 
to the Patten family for more than 
100 years. 


Twin copies of Louis XVI beds in a 


second-floor bedroom were made es- 
pecially for Mrs. Patten. An early 
American atmosphere prevails in a 
third-floor bedroom where an Ameri- 
can "spoof-carved bed, once belong- 
ing to Mrs. Patten's mother, sits 
high off the ground. 


THE SMALLER ITEMS' that rest 


on tables and shelves throughout the 
house are ns unusual as the furni- 
ture. Silver, tiffany candlesticks on 
the fireplace mantel of the dining 
room arc replicas of Italian candle- 
sticks the senior Charles Patten had 
made especially for the home. 


An English cookie jar, with wedg- 


wood figures carved into its sides, 
sits on a table in the frontroom 
where Oriental antiques garnish the 
fireplace mantel. Swiss wood-carved 
human figures rest between old fami- 
ly volumes of literature in the li- 
brary, and oltl-fnshloned metal door- 
stops sit on the floor against the 
kitchen doors. 


"It's such a good home that, for 


the past's sake, should not be 
changed in any way. It's the kind of 
home that speaks of the past just 
looking at It," she said.

Fantasy conflicts help solve many real life problems

Imagine being granted a year's leave 


of absence from your job with full salary 
plus all expenses paid for yourself and 
one other person. The only catch: The 
dream vacation must be spent in the red- 
wood forests of California, on a Carib- 
bean Island or In bustling London. 


The decision could be difficult for an 


outdoorsmnn married to a luxury-loving 
sun worshiper, but the fantasy conflict 
might not be much harder to resolve 
than a lot of real life problems many 
couples face nearly every day. 


A group of about 00 persons took on the 


tank of working nut plans for the dream 
vacation In an exercise as part of a pro- 
gram sponsored last week by (he Klk 
Grove-Schaumburg Townships 
Mental 


Health Center. 


The intent of the program, the first in 


a scries of community education sessions 
offered by the center this fall, was to 
help participants sharpen skills for han- 
dling conflicts that arise not only bc- 
tv.cen husband and wife, but also be- 
tween employe and boss, worker and co- 
worker, friend and friend 


Members of the audience included 


married couples and singles, ranging 
from teen-agers to senior citizens. 


THE FIRST PAKT of the session was 


devoted 19 an evaluation of commu- 
nication skills. In a questionnaire, mom- 
tors of the audience were asked to rate 
their own abilities, for example, in ex- 
pressing emotion, handling tension and 
disappointment and understanding oth- 
ers. 


The questionnaire was designed to 


heighten the participants' awareness of 
some factors that come into play when 
persons arc confronted with tense situ- 
ations. 


AFTER PAIRING OFF to discuss re- 


sults of the questionnaires, participants 
were asked to offer suggestions for im- 
proving particular skills. 


Leaders of the program, Diane and 


Ron Rciflcr of the Oasis Midwest Center 
for Human Potential, Chicago, explained 
their reasons for making the session as 
"experiential" encounter rather than a 
strictly informational meeting. 


"I could stand up here and lecture to 


you about conflicts and the problems In- 
volved," Rcifler told the group, "but 
Diane and I don't do that because we feel 
people learn more by doing. It's a 
chance for people to see their own behav- 


ior and get some feedback or see them- 
selves as others do " 


RESOLVING CONFLICTS on where 


and how to spend the dream vacation hi 
that exercise was an opportunity for 
partners to put into practice what was 
learned in discussing the questionnaire. 


After allowing pairs to discuss plans 


for several minutes, Reifler offered what 
might be considered a "cop-out" solu- 
tion. 


Saying the best way to settle conflicts 


is to reach a solution hi which "everyone 
is a winner," Reifler suggested'the pairs 
hopelessly locked in debate spend part of 
the time in one place and part in anoth- 
er. 


THE MEMBERS OF the audience also 


tried some physical exercises the leaders 
said could demonstrate several aspects 


of the participants' interaction with oth- 
ers 


For example, in one exercise one part- 


ner was asked to lean on the other shoul- 
der-to-shoulder until one of the two called 
"enough." The partners then switched 
roles 


The exercise, Reifler said, could be in- 


terpreted as an indication of the domi- 
nant partner in a relationship, or who 
generally "leans" more on whom in 
stress situations. 


After trying the exercise, a woman and 


her young daughter agreed that Reif- 
fler's idea proved true. 


"We leaned one each other about the 


same," the girl said. "That's pretty good 
—I'd say we usually support each oth- 
er."

live electrical wires have broken and 
fallen to the ground during calm after-• 
noons on two occasions. "Since May 1970, 
this block has been subjected to at least 
five or six incidents of being struck by 
lightning. One of those times two garages 
were set on fire, one at 415 S. Vail and 
the other at 414 S. Dunton," her letter 
reads. 


Although Commonwealth Edison Co. 


repaired the broken lines, Mrs. Sherman 
and her neighbors suspect faulty outdoor 
wiring installed in 1970 may be the cause 
of the wire breakage and possible light- 
ning attraction. 


EDISON OFFICIALS at the central of- 


fico in Chicago and the district office in 
Mount Prospect said they had not re- 
ceived copies of the letter. Jack Step- 
hens, district superintendent at the 
Mount Prospect office, said he would 
trace the complaints in service files and 
begin an investigation of power line 
breakages. 


Fire Chief John Hoyden said he was 


not aware of a problem In the area and 
would investigate it. 


Tho fire department answered calls 


when power lines broke and when light- 
ning started two garage fires, Mrs. Sher- 
man said. Mrs. Sherman also said power 
failures arc frequent in her neighbor- 
hood.

Robert Harger of Harger Lightning Pro- 
tection, Inc., LIbcrtyvillc, said lightning 
is drawn to buildings, trees, people and 
other objects Lightning strikes when at- 
mospheric conditions are right, he said, 
and docs not always strike the highest 
object in the area. But there is nothing in 
houses, trees, or people that attracts 
lightning so It returns, he said.

Village bus service study 
will probe support, needs 


by KURT BAKU 


Bus service for the Village of Arlington 


Heights Is under study again. 


A feasibility study aimed at determin- 


ing what kind of bus service is needed in 
Arlington Heights and what village resi- 
dents will support is being prepared by 
Village Planner Joe Kcslcr. 


Kcslcr said he Is taking a thorough but 


cautious look at the future of bus trans- 
portation In the village, particularly In 
light of the recent failure of Mctron Sys- 
tems' commuter bus. 


Mctron discontinued operations at the 


end of May after nine months of shut- 
tling about 200 dally rush-hour commu- 
ters between the train station and vari- 
ous village subdivisions. At the time It 
quit, Mctron was losing about $4,500 a 


month. The village board voted against 
subsidizing the system. 


"People should not think bus trans- 


portation is something that's coming to- 
morrow. Our recommendation might 
well be that the village should wait for 
five years," Kcslcr said. 


The village never has really asked the 


people what kind of bus service they 
want and how much they arc willing to 
pay, Kcslcr says. To get those answers, 
lie Is preparing a residential survey to be 
sent to one of every 10 Arlington Heights 
households. This will be a sample of 
about 2,000. 


THREE TYPES OF bus service are 


under study — traditional service with 
rigid routes, dial-a-bus with no fixed

were struck by lightning. When a farm 
. was on that property; only six farm 
buildings were potential targets. Now 
that the area is built up with several 
hundred homes, Harger said there are 
just that many more targets for lightning 
to strike.

Fantasy conflicts help solve many real life problems

Imagine being granted a year's leave 


of absence from your job with full salary 
plus all expenses paid for yourself and 
one other person. The only catch: The 
dream vacation must be spent In the rc<l- 
wood forests of California, on a Carib- 
bean Island or in bustling l/imlon. 


The decision could be difficult for an 


outdoorsman married to a luxury-loving 
sun worshiper, but the fantasy conflict 
might not tx- much harder to resolve 
than a lot of real life problems many 
couples face nearly every day. 


A group of about 00 persons took nn the 


tn.nk of working out plans for the dream 
vacation In an exercise as port of n pro- 
gram sponsored last week by (he Elk 
Grovc-Schaumburg Townships Mental 
Health Center. 


The intent of the program, the first in 


a scries of community education sessions 
offered by the center this fall, was to 
help participants sharpen skills for han- 
dling conflicts that arise not only be- 
tween husband nml wife, but also be- 
tween employe and boss, worker and co- 
worker, friend and friend. 


Members of the audience Included 


married couples and singles, ranging 
from teen-agers to senior citizens. 


THE FIRST PART of the session was 


devoted to an evaluation of commu- 
nication skills. In a questionnaire, mem- 
bers of the audience were asked to rate 
their own abilities, far example, in ex- 
pressing emotion, handling tension and 
disappointment and understanding oth- 
ers. 


The questionnaire was designed to 


heighten the participants' awareness of 
some factors that come into play when 
persons arc confronted with tense situ- 
ations. 


AFTER PAIRING OFF to discuss re- 


sults of the questionnaires, participants 
were asked to offer suggestions for im- 
proving particular skills. 


Leaders of the program, Diane and 


Ron Reiflcr of the Oasis Midwest Center 
for Human Potential, Chicago, explained 
their reasons for making the session as 
"experiential" encounter rather than a 
strictly informational meeting. 


"I could stand up here and lecture to 


you about conflicts and the problems in- 
volved," Rclflcr told the group, "but 
Diane and I don't do that because we feel 
people learn more by doing. It's a 
chance for people to see their own behav- 


ior and get some feedback or see them- 
selves as others do." 


RESOLVING CONFLICTS on where 


and how to spend the dream vacation In 
that exercise was an opportunity for 
partners to put Into practice what was 
learned in discussing the questionnaire. 


After allowing pairs to discuss plans 


for several minutes, Relfler offered what 
might be considered a "cop-out" solu- 
tion. 


Saying the best way to settle conflicts 


is to reach a solution in which "everyone 
is a winner," Reifler suggested the pairs 
hopelessly locked in debate spend part of 
the time in one place and part in anoth- 
er. 


THE MEMBERS OF the audience also 


tried some physical exercises the leaders 
said could demonstrate several aspects 


of the participants' Interaction with oth- 
ers. 


For example, in one exercise one part- 


ner was asked to lean on the other shoul- 
der-to-shoulder until one of the two called 
"enough." The partners then switched 
roles. 


The exercise, Reifler said, could be in- 


terpreted as an indication of the domi- 
nant partner in a relationship, or who 
generally "leans" more on whom in 
stress situations. 


After trying the exercise, a woman and 


her young daughter agreed that Reif- 
fler's Idea proved true. 


"We leaned one each other about the 


same," the girl said. "That's pretty good 
—I'd say we usually support each oth- 
er."

hazards, more accidents and delays," he 
says. In many cases, further widening of 
the streets simply Isn't possible because 
of the property that would have to be 
claimed to build additional lanes, Kcslcr 
says. 


"Unless something happens to the 


'economy so that families stop owning 
two cars and more, this traffic growth is 
going to continue," ho said. "This Is on 
affluent community, and with the aver- 
age Income today at $10,000, what differ- 
ence docs It make that gas Is SO cents a 
gallon? People are still driving." 


BUT BEYOND THE planning depart-

The deadline for doing the map work 


this fall is Nov. 15, Village Mgr. L. A. 

The pictures have to be 
taken when the leaves are off the trees 
but before snow covers the ground, he 
explained. 


The cost of flying the village and doing 


the necessary ground work is about 
$40,000. After that the maps, which cover 
about 160 acres each, can be printed as 
needed, at a cost of about $1,000 apiece. 
Total cost is estimated at $150,000. Fed- 
eral revenue sharing would be used to 
pay for the project. 


It will take about 105 individual maps 


to cover the whole village. 


T R U S T E E FRANK PALMATIER, 


chairman of the village board's finance 
committee, sold the maps could save 
about $13,000 in engineering fees for the 
village's flood control program. They 
could trim $20,000 from the cost of engi- 
neering the Arlington Heights Road un- 
derpass, he added. 


The maps reportedly can show vari- 


ations in land elevation down to three 
inches. Ryan questioned whether there 
was a need for this kind of detail. 


Trustees who back the mapping proj- 


ect say the photographs will accurately 
establish flood plain areas in the village, 
and will ensure that information pro- 
vided by developers on drainage and to- 
pography on their building site is pre- 
cise. 


"In other words, they won't be able to 


lie to us," Trustee Richard J. Durava 
said.

Hanson said he would give each village 


board member a copy of the kind of map 
being proposed before they will have to 
act on the bids. 


The Arlington Heights Park Board has 


called on the village to consider esthetics 
and recreation in the design and construe 
tlon of future flood-control basins. 


The village is negotiating with two en- 


gineering firms that will design plans for 
six storm-water basins throughout the 
village. 


In a formal resolution, the park board 


has recommended "any firm selected to 
design the flood-control program have 
among its capabilities expertise in land- 
use planning." 


The village board Monday night ap- 


proved hiring two engineering firms to 
draw detailed construction plans. The 
two are R. J. Peterson & Associates, 
Skokic, and Stanley Consultants, Musca- 
tine, Iowa.

THE PARK BOARD also has re- 


quested the basins be designed "for fu- 
ture esthetic and active and passive rec- 
reational use as well as flood control," 
wherever possible. 


Trustee Frank Palmatier, chairman of 


the Citizens Action Committee Against 
Flooding, said the village was com ml ted 
to making the basins as esthetlcally 
pleasing as it could.
